Earlier Bulletin Favorable. 


Mrs. Gibson was believed yesterday 
to be improving and the news of her 
relapse was a surprise. Dr. Charles 
Kelly and Dr. Charles Snyder, two of 
her physician, said that her condition 
late last night was so grave that it 
was doubtful if she would be able to 
testify next week even if the blood 
transfusion was entirely successful. 

Alexander Simpson, Assistant. Attor- 
néy General, counted yesterday on 
Mrs. Gibson taking the stand next 
week. He insisted that only the ap- 
proach of death would check his plans 
to have her testify. The following bul- 
letin on Mrs. Gibson’s condition was 
issued early last evening prior to the 
announcement of the relapse: 

Mrs. Gibson is showing some im- 
provement. Her temperature was 
lower this morning and the phy- 
sicians are. of the opinion that if 
the improvement continues it will be 
possible to produce her as a wit- 
ness before the State rests its case.

Profited by 59-Point Advance—

Largest Individual Holder. 


George F. Baker, dean of Wall Street 
and one of the largest railroad stock- 
holders in the country, has taken ad- 
vantage of the rise in railroad securi- 
ties which he felt would follow the re- 
sumption of private control and in- 
creased his stock holdings of the New 
York Central Railroad from 29,800 to 
121,230 shares in the three years that 
ended with the beginning of 1926, ac- 
cording to a compilation issued yester- 
day by Dow, Jones & Co. Purchases 


were made while the stock was ad- 


vancing from @ low of 78% ip 1982 to a 
high of 137% in 1925, giving Mr. Baker 
a profit of several million dollars. 

Mr. Baker, however, is not the larg- 
est individyal stockholder of the road. 

Vander} 
bilt, holder of 122,000 shates, while the 


largest owtier; including companies as 


well as individuals, is the Oregon Short

John D. Rockefeller Jr. joined 
the list of the twenty largest stockhoild- 
ers of the company in 1924 with the 
purchase of 43,500 shares, which he 
transferred the following year to the 
International Board of Education. 

The holdings of Mr. Baker in the 
New York Central and the holdings of 
16,500 shares by his son, George F. 
Baker Jr., are said to be the largest 
in any individual corporation except 
the First National Bank. In aggregate 
the Baker holdings in the Erie Railroad 
are understood to exceed slightly those 
in the New.

Howard Elliott, Chairman of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Overseers of Har- 
vard University, issued a statement 
yesterday urging that immediate over- 
tures be made by Harvard toward a 
resumption of relations with Princeton. 

‘“‘For these two national institutions,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘to show the world that they 
cannot engage in manly sports with- 
out friction and bad feeling weakens 
their influence in the nation and does 
not help the general cause of wise 
education.”’ 

Mr. Elliott said that complete apolo- 
gies should be tendered to Princeton 
by Harvard oh behalf of all the offi- 
cial bodies concerned. 

At the same time a movement was 
started at Yale to intervene in the réle 
of peacemaker again to better relations 
between Princeton and Harvard and 
enable the Big Three to maintain its 
historic position in American college 
athletics. 

Alumni for Peace Moves: 


Influential members of the Harvard 


alumni favored an immeédiaté. effdrt 
to placate Princeton and restore the 
Yale-Harverd-Pripeeton combination. 
It was aséerted that the alumni were 
almost unanimously opposed to the new

graduates against the advocates of. this 
innovation. 

Princeton should receive overtures 
for a renewal of relations with Har- 
vard in a calm but critical spirit, ac- 
cording to a high athletic authority 
at Princeton, who said: that a recon- 
cillation would have to be preceded 
by these two conditions: 

1. Princeton would have to be con- 
vinced that the great majority of the 
Harvard undergraduates want the 
Princeton sentiments of respect and 
goodwill. 

“2. Princeton would have to be as- 
sured that the authorities in charge 
of athletics at Harvard would wish 
competition with Princeton on a basis 
of equality with Yale.” 

The . undergraduates have added, 
through the Princeton Senior Council, 
another condition without which no 
overtures from Harvard would be con- 
sidered. This is that Harvard, Prince- 
ton and Yale play on a rotating sched- 
ule. Up. to the present they have been 
on a fixed schedule under. which 
Princeton first plays Harvard and then 
plays Yale, while the finale of the Big 
Three season is the Yale-Harvard 
game. 


Want Evidence of Respect. 


To interest Princeton in closing the 
breach with Harvard, it will be 
necessary, it was said, to show strong 
evidence of respect and friendship 
toward Princeton on the part of both 
the Harvard undergraduates and the 
Harvard athletic authorities. It was 
pointed out that these things were dif- 
ficult of proof. Disavowals of the 
Lampoon and Crimson attacks on 
Princeton will not help the situation, 
it was said, because these things are 
not congidered important in them- 
selves, although they are regarded as 
having evidential value of a strong 
current of dislike and ill-will on the 
part- of Harvard toward Princeton. 
Princeton officials and undergraduates 
are not interested in the punishment o 
repudiation of the comic journalists of 
Harvard, but must have some exhibit 
of a change of spirit striking enough 
to counteract the many evidences that 
the two institutions cannot get along 
well together.

France Plans to Cu ut Army to 400,000 Men 
And Reduce C onscription Term to One Year 





PARIS, Nov. 11 (%.—Reduction of 
the total number of men under arms 
in France from 650,000 to 400,000 is 
called for in three bills which will be 


introduced in the Chamber of Deputies 


on the reopening of Parliament to- 
morrow. The measures also call for a 
reduction in the period of compulsory 
military service from eighteen to 
twelve months. 

The bills, which will be introduced 
by Minister of War Painlevé, provide 


for the calling of conscripts at the'age 
of 21 instead of at 20 and for the re- 
cruiting of volunteers numbering more 
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than 100,000. The volunteers will relieve 
the conscripts from “fatigue details.” 
Under this system the young soldiers 
will devote their entire year’s training 
to purely military instruction. | 

The contingents of conscripts will be 
called up. in half-yearly sections in 
order to insure the presence under 
the flag of half the entire army with 
at least six months’ training.

The London Times stated here to- 
night on excellent authority that Tew- 
fik Rushdi Bey, the Turkish Foreign 
Minister, left Constantinople yester- 
day for Odessa. where he proposes to 
meet the Soviet Foreign Minister, 
Georges Tchitcherin. Elaborate pre- 
cautions have Rogge taken at Con- 
stantinople, it is stated, to keep the 
meeting between the two Foreign Min- 
isters secret to the last moment. 
Hears Treaty Will Be Signed Today. 

Coupled with the recent visits to An- 
gora of Mirza Abdul Hussein Khan 
Timurtash, the Persian Minister, it is 
felt that the forthcoming meeting be- 
tween the Soviet and the Turkish For- 
eign Ministers lends substance to the 
view that some kind of Asiatic league, 
treaty or compact is under considera- 
tion. According to The London Times 
correspondent in Constantinople, a re- 
port is current in tnat city—which he 
gives under reserve—that Tchitcherin 
and Tewfik Rushdi Bey will sign to- 
morrow at Odessa a Turco-Russian 
treaty of alliance. Persia’s adherence 
to this is considered uncertain. It is 


stated in Constantinople that the alli-| 


ance is directed against a possible 
Italian-Greek-Bulgarian. compact re- 
garding Anatolia and. Eastern Thrace. 
The Constantinople press considers 
the forthcoming Odessa meeting es- 
pecially significant, since it follows 
close upon Mustapha Kemal Pasha’s 
speech at the opening of the Turkish 
Parliament, when he stressed the 
friendliness existing between Turkey, 
Soviet Russia, Persia and Afghan- 
istan. 


- Dr. Sze Recently in Angora. 


News from China reaching London 
reminds the English that Dr.. Alfred 
Sze, the Chinese Ambassador to the 
United States, who was a fellow-mem- 
ber with Wellington Koo in the 
Chinese delegation to the Washington 
Conference, has been recently at An- 
gcra in connection with the plan fos- 
tered by Soviet Russia to form an 
Asiatic League of Nations composed 
of Russia, China, Persia, Afghanistan 
and —22* intended to compete 
against the League at Geneva. 

These various reports tend to inten- 
sify the feeling here that the time has 
come for Great Britain to take more 
severe measures—if not against Tur- 
key, at least against China. It is felt

The loss 
to the manufacturers cannot be esti- 
mated, but it was said to run into the 
scores of millions. 

The strike, conducted by the left

The report was favored 
by the more conservative right wing 
leaders as a basis for negotiation but 
their advice was not heeded. 

The terms of the tentative agree- 
ment, which became known last night, 
indicated a severe defeat for the union, 
which surrendered the two cardinal 
points of its program, “‘the right to the 
job” and the demand for a guarantee 
of thirty-six weekg of employment.

The-religious exercises were 
conducted by the Rev, I. N. V. McKay 
end Bishop Thomas F. Lillis. Mayor 
. Bates introduced R. A. Long, who told 
the story of the building of the memo- 
rial. Then an ode in which a thousand 
voices joined was pleyed by the band 
of the 110th Engineers. The dedica- 
tory prayer was made by Dr, James 
B. Swinney. 

At 11 A. M. the bells of the city 
tolled eleven times in memory of the 
signing of the armistice on Nov. 11, 
1918. It was a signal for silence, not 
@lone in Kansas City but throughout 
the United States, for each stroke of 
the tolling bells was broadcast. 

As the bells were silenced the Presi- 
dent arose and delivered his speech, 
braving the cold wind bareheaded and 
without an overcoat, He spoke for 
forty-five minutes. 


Lent Her Shawl! to President. 


The President was probably saved 
from catching a severe cold by a war 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Brew, who sent 
her wool blanket to him so. that he 
might be protected from the cold blasts 
as he sat on the platform. Richard 
Jarvis, Chief of the White House Se- 
cret Service force, carried an automor 
bile blanket with him and put it 
around Mr, Coolidge. But the piercing 
air struck through the robe and the 
President asked for more protection. 
Mrs. Brew heard his request and 
braved the cold so that she might con- 
gperve,the health of the President. 

“I was too much aroused to mind the 
cold,” she said, ‘‘and did not mind the 
weather. I am all right and I will 
doubly enjoy the blanket after it has 
been used by the President.”’ 

The‘President’s speech was followed 
by brief addresses by the Secretary 
of War, Dwight F. Davis, and by How- 
ard P. Savage, National Commander of 
the American Legion. ‘‘America’’ and 
“The Star-Spangled Banner’ were 
sung by the great throng, and the 
benediction was delivered by Rabbi 
Harry H, Mayer, : 

Then to crown it all, a pillar of fire 
217 feet high shot up from the me- 
morial, bringing the ceremonies to a 
close. 

After luncheon at one of the leading 
hotels, at which 600 persons sat down, 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge were 
taken on a gightseeing tour of Kansas 
City, Kan., across the river, where 
they were greeted by the biggest 
crowd ever assembled in that town. 

At 3:30 the President and Mrs. Cool- 
jdge started in their special train for 
Washington, which they are scheduled 
to reach at midnight on Friday. 

The West was overjoyed with Mrs. 
Coolidge. During her stay of six hours 
here and alo the route of the pa- 
‘rade, wherever she went, men and wo- 
men gave an ovation for her. A cor- 
gage of her favorite roses and lilies 
of-the-valley was presented to her on 
her arrival, and the management of 
the President Hotel, where she and 
the President had luncheon, presented 
_ her with a gold toilet service of four- 

teen pieces, This was displayed on 
the dresser of the suite assigned to 
the President and hia wife, The*gift 
was a complete surprise to Mrs. Cool- 
idge. Mrs. Coolidge, on her return to 
Washington, will formally thank the 
donors.

Coolidge’s Kansas City speech. . 
though it had only « few hours te con- 
sider the President’s words, The Lon- 
don Times tomorrow will print the 
following editorial: 

“The speech which President Cool- 
idge delivered yesterday must virtually 
destroy the expectation which was con- 
fidently held a few months ago that 
the United States would adhere to the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice. The general regret which this 
prospect must inspire will only be 
sharpened by the reflection that the 
United Stetes has always professed de- 
votion to the principle of international 
arbitration and that President Coolidge 
jwas himself the principal advocate of 
American adherence, D ment from 
the Court, which stands for peaceful 
settlement of international disputes, if 
it become definitive myst chiefly 
attributed to misyunderstandings and 
will be a symptom of the wide diver- 
gence of outlook which still separates 
the New World from the Old. 

“The first misunderatanding arose 
when the United States was invited 
by the League council te send dele- 
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respect for our living, loyalty ta‘our 


country, devotion to humanity,_con- 
secration to religion, all of these and 
much more is represented inthis 
towering monument and its massive

may forever hold aloft the glowing 
hope of progress and peace to all hu- 
manity. 

Five years ago it was my fortune 
to take part in a public service held 
on this very site, when General Per- 
shing, Admiral Beatty, -Marshal 
Foch, General Diag and General 
Jacques, represénting several of the 
allied countries in the war, in the 
presence of the American Legion 
cenvention, assisted in a formal be- 
ginning of this work which ig now 
reaching its completion. 

Today I return at the special re- 

uest of the distinguished Senators. 
rom Missouri and Kansas, and on 
the invitation of your committee on 
arrangements, in order that I may 
place the official sanction of the 
National Government upon one of the 
most elaborate and impressive memo- 
rials that adorn our country. It 
comes as a fitting observance of this 
eighth anniversary of the signing of 
the armistice on Nov, 11, 1918, In 
cach recurring year this day will be 
set aside to revive memories and 
renew idealg, While it did not mark 
the end of the war, for the end is not 
yet, it marked a general subsidence 
of the armed conflict which for more 
than four years shook the very foun- 
diations of Western civilization. 


Missouri and Kansas in the War. 


We have little need to inquire how 
that war began. Its day of carnage 
is done. Nothing is to be gained 
from criminations and recrimina- 
tions. We-are attempting to restore 
the world to a state of better under- 
standing and amity. We can even 
leave to others the discussion of who 
won the war. It is enough for us to 
know that the side on which we 
fought was victorious. But we should 
never forget that we were asserting 
our rights and maintaining our 
ideals. That, at least, we shall de- 
mand as our place in — 

The energy and success with whien 
our country conducted its military 
operations after it had once entered 
the war has now become a closed 
record of fame. The experience of 
this thriving city and these two ad- 
joining States was representative of 
that of the country, Soon came the 
marshaling of the -National Guard. 
From its existing units.in Missouri 
and Kansas the foundation of the 
Thirty-fifth Division was laid, The 
Eighty-ninth Division was raised al- 
most —— in these two States, 
A portion of the Forty-second, known 
as the Rainbow Division, came from 
this city. The whole martial spirit 
of this neighborhood, which within 
a radius of 200 miles had furnished 
the famous regiment of Missouri 
Volunteers; commanded by Col. 
John W. Doniphan when he made 
one of the most celebrated of 
marches to the conquest of Chihua- 
hua, in the Mexican War, reasserted 
itself as it had done in '61 and '98, 

While these divisions were serving 

with so much distinction on the bat- 
tlefields of France their fellow- 
citizens were supporting them with 
scarcely less distinction in patriotic 
efforta at home, They were furnish- 
ing money for Liberty loans, subr 
‘gcribing to, the relief associations 
headed by the Red Cross, turning 
out munitions from the factories and 
rations from the fields. The whole 
community was inspired with devo- 
tion to the cause of liberty, Return- 
ing at the end of the war, these di- 
visions have increaged their distinc- 
tion by being represented in high 
places In civil life, From the Highty- 
ninth came the great administrator 
and Colonial Governor, Major Gen, 
Leonard Wood, and from the Thirty- 
fifth Division came a distinguished 
son of Migsouri, the present Secre-. 
tary of War, Col. Dwight F, Davis. 


Expenditures for Veterans. 


Under no other flag are those who 
have served their country held in 
such high appreciation. It is, of 
course, impossible for the eyes of the 


Government to detect all individual 
cases of veterans requiring relief in 
every part of our land, But the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau is organized into de- 
partments and subdivisions, so that 
if any worthy person escapes their- 
observation it ig because the utmost 
care and attention could do no more. 
In the last eight years about $3,500,- 
(00,000 have been expended by the 
National Government for restoration, 
education and relief, Nearly $3,200,- 
000,000 have been pledged to accrue 
in future benefits tu all veterans, 
Whenever they may be suffering 
trom illness, whatever may be the 
cause, the doors of our hospitals are 
open to them without charge until 
they are restored to health. This is 
an indication of praise and reward 
which our country bestows upon its 
veterans. Our admiration is bound- 
legs. It is no mere idle form; it is 
‘no shadow without reality, but a 
solid and substantial effort rising 
into the dignity of a sacrifice made 
by all the people thet they might in 
seme degree recognize and recom- 


pense those who have served in time 


of national peril. All veterans 
should know this and be proud of it, 
and they are, 
Considering the inspiring record of 
your soldiers in the field and the 


representatives of the countries which 
had already signed the Court statute.

It is the expression of a commenda- 
ble American te Ege to live a life not 
merely devot to luxurious ease, 
but to practical accomplishment. 
Nowhere ig this better exemplified 
than in our great midcontinental 
basin, It is the spirit which dares, 
which has faith and which succeeds, 
It is not confined ‘to -materialism, 
but lays hold on a higher life. 

No one can doubt that our country 
was exalted and inspired by its war 
experience. It attained a conscious 
national unity which it never. before 
possessed. That unity ought always 
to be cherished as one of our 
choicest possessions, In this broad 
land of ours there ig enough for 
everybody. We ought not to regret 
our diversification, byt rather rejoice 
in it. The seashore should not be 
distressed because it is not the in- 
lands, and the fertile plains ought 
not to be distracted because they 
are not the mountain tops. These 
differences which seem to separate 
us are not real, The products of the 
shore, the inlands, the plain and the 
mountain reach into every home. 
This. ig all one country. It all be- 
longs to us. It is all our America. 

e had revealed to us in our time 
of peril not only the geographical 
unity y of our country, but, what was 
of even more importance, the unity 
of the spirit of our people. They 
might speak with different tongues, 
come from most divergent quarters 
of the globe, but in the essentials of 
the hour they were moved by a com- 
mon purpose, devoted to a common 
ecalise and loyal to a common coun- 
try. We should not permit that 
spirit which was such a source of 
strength in our time of trial to be 
dissipated in the more easy days of 
peace. We needed it then and we 
need it now. But we ought to main- 
tain it, not so much because it is to 
our advantage as because it is just 
and human and ie 

Our population is a composite. of 
many different racial strains. All 
of them have their points of weak- — 
ness; all of them have their points 
of strength. We shal] not make the 
most progress by undertaking to rely 
upon the sufficiency of any one of 
them, but rather by using the combi- 
nation of the power which can be 
derived from al] of them. The policy 
which was adopted during the war 
of selective service through the com- 
pulsory Government intervention is 
the same policy which we should 
carry out in peace through voluntary 
personal action. Our armies could 
not be said to partake of any distinct 
racial characteriatic, Meny of our 
soldiers were foreigners by birth, but 
they were all Americans in the de- 
fense of our common interests. 
There was ample opportunity for 
every nationality and every talent, 


War a Lesson in Democracy. 


The game condition should prevail 
in our peacetime gocial and economic 
organization. We recognize no arti- 
ficial distinetions, no hereditary 
titles, but leave each individual free 
to assume and enjoy the rank to 
which his own services to: society 
entitle him. This great lesson in de- 
mocracy, this great example of 
equality which came to us as the ex- 
perience of the war, ought never to 
be forgotten, It was a resurgence 
of the true American spirit: which 
combined our people through a com- 
mon purpose into one harmonious 
whole, en Armistice Day came in 
1918, America had reached a higher 
and truer national spirit than it ever 
before possessed,. We at last real- 
ised in-a new vision that we were all 
one people. 

Our country has never sought to be 
a military power, It cherishes no 
imperialistic designs, it is not in- 
fatuated with a vision of empire. 
It is content within its own terri- 
tory, to prosper through the devel- 
opment of its own resources. But we 
redlize thoroughly that no one will 
protect us unless we protect our- 
selves, Domestic peace and interna- 
tional security are among the first 
objects to be gought by any govern- 
ment, Without order under the pro- 
tection of law there could be no lib- 
erty. To insure these necess cen- 
ditions we maintain a very moderate 
military establishment in pr ertion 
to our numbers and exten terri- 
tory. It is a menace to no ene ex- 
cept the evildoer.. It is a notice to 
everybody that the authority of ou

“This demand raised many obvious 
difficulties.

Reasonable Protection, Not Competition, 

Although I have spoken of our na- 
tional defenses somewhat in relation 
to other countries, I have done go 
entirely for the purpose of measure- 
ment, and not for. comparison, for 
our Government stands also thor- 
oughly committed to the policy of 
avoiding competition in armaments. 
We expect to provide ourselves with 
reasonable protection, but we do not 
degire to enter inte competition with 
any other country in the mainte- 


nance of land or sea forces, Such a 
course is always productive of sus- 
picion and distrust, which usually’ 
results in inflicting upon the people 
an unnecessary burden of expense, 
and when carried to. its logical con- 
clusion ends in armed conflict, We 
Gniave at last entered’ into treaties 
with the great powers eliminating to 
a jarge degree competition in naval 
armaments. We are engaged in ne- 
—— to broaden and extend this 
umane and enlightened policy and 
are willing to make reasonable aao- 
rificeg to secure its further adoption, 
It is doubtful if in the present cir- 
cumstances of our country the sub- 
ject of economy and the reduction of 
the war.debt has ever been given 
sufficient prominence in considering 
the problem of national defense. For 
ths conduct of military operations 
either by land or sea three elements 
are nece One is a question of 
personnel, e have a population 
which surpasses that of any of the 
great powers. Not only that, it is of 
a vigorous and prolific type, intelli- 
gent and courageous, capable of sup- 
plying many millions of men for 
active duty. Another relates to sup- 
plies. In our agriculture and our in- 
dustry we could be not only well- 
nigh self-sustaining, but our produc- 
tion sould be stimulated to reach an 


enormous amount. The last require- . 


ment, which is also of supreme im- 
ce, is a supply of money, 


It is difficult to estimate in figures | 


the entire resources: of our country 
and impossible to comprehend them. © 
It is estimated to be approaching in 
value -$400,000,000,000, No one. could 


say--in-advance how large a sum . 


could be: secured from a system of 
wa’ taxation, but every one knows 
it would be insufficient to meet the 
cost of war. It would be necessary 
for the Treasury to resort to the use 
of the national credit. Great as that 
might be, it is not limitless. To carry 
on the last conflict we borrowed-in 
excess of §26,000,000,000. This great 
debt has been reduced to about 
$19,000,000,000. So long as that is un- 
paid it stands as a tremendous im- 
pediment against the ability of 
America to defend itself by military 
operations. Until this obligation is 
discharged it jg the one insuperable 
obstacle to the paar agit of devel- 
oping our full nation strength. 
Every time a Liberty bond is retired 
preparedness is advanced, 

t is more and more becoming the 
conviction of students of adequate 
defense that in time of national peril 
the Government should be clothed 
with authority to call into ite service 
all of its man power and all of its 
—* under such terms and con- 

itiong that it may completely avoid 

meking a sacrifice of one and a 
profiteer of another, To expose some 
men to the perils of the battlefield 
while others are left to reap large 
gains from the distress of their coun- 
try is not in harmony with our idea] 
of equality. Any future -policy of 
conscription should be all inclusive, 
applicable in its terms to the entire 
personnel and the entire wealth of 
the whole nation. 


Loss, Not Profit, in War. 


It is often said that we profited 
from the World War. We did not 
profit from it, but lost from it in 
common with all countries engaged 
in it, Some individuals made gains, 
but the nation suffered great losses. 


Merely in the matter of our national 
debt it will require heavy sacrifices 
extended over a peri of about 
thirty years to recoup those losses, 
What we suffered indirectly in the 
diminution of our commerce and 
through the deflation which occurred 
when we had to terminate. the ex- 
diture of our capital and begin. 
live on our income is a vast sum 
which can never be estimated, The 
war left us with debts and mort- 
ges, without counting our obliga- - 
ions to our veterans, which it will 
take a generation to discharge. High 
taxes, insolvent banks, ruined indus- - 
try, distressed agriculture, all fol-° 
lowed in its train, .

When for the truth he ought to die, 
But it cannot be that the final de- 
‘velopment of all these fine qualities 
is dependent upon slaughter and 
carnage and death, There must be 
a better, purer process within the 
realm of peace where humanity can 
discipline itself, develop its courage, 
replenish its faith and perfect its 
character. In the true service of 
that ideal,-which ig even more diffi- 
cult to maintain than our 
standards, it cannot be that there 
would be any Jack of opportunity: for 
the revelation of the highest form of 
oe life, 3 
e shall not be able to cultivate 
‘the arts of peace by constant appeal 
to primal instincts. ‘To the people of 
the jungle the stranger was always 
the enemy, As the race grew up 
through the family, the tribe, the 
clan and the nation, this sentiment 
always survived. The foreigner was 
gubject to suspicion, without rights 
and without friends. This spirit pre- 
vailed even under the Roman Em- 
‘pire. It would not have been suffi- 
cient for St. Paul to claim protection 
because he was a human being, or 
even an inhabitant of a peaceful 
‘province. It was only when he as- 
serted that he was a Roman citizen 
that he could claim any rights or the 
protection of any laws. 


Old World Distrust a Warning, 


We do not easily emancipate our-— 


selves from these age-old traditions, 
When we come in contact with people

But it is our duty 
to be warned by their example and 
to take full advantage of our own 
position. We want understanding,

ple, The first requisite for this pur- 
pose is @ friendly attitude on our 
own part. — 

They tell us that we are not liked 
in Europe, Such reports are un- 
doubtedly exaggerated and can be 
given altogether too much impor-~ 
tance, We are a creditor nation. We 
are more prosperous than so oth- 
ers, This means that our interests 
have come within the Buropean cir- 
cle where distrust and suspicion, if 
nothing more, have been altogether 
too common.

MANY CELEBRATIONS HELD 


Some Are Solemn, Others Merry 
and Colorful—Veterans 


Give Dances. 


PARADE IN FIFTH AVENUE 


6,000 Marchers Are In Line— 
Memorial Flagstaff Dedicated 
In Central Park. 


With prayers and solemn services, 
and again with music and merrymak- 
ing, New York celebrated Armistice 
Day yesterday, commemorating the 
anniversary of the ending of the 
‘World War. In all parts of the city 
celebrations were held all through the 
day and until an early hour this morn- 
ing, when the music of several] of the 
Armistice Day dances was still to be 
heard. 

Silent throngs stood with bared 
heads in a hundred places about the 
city in the morning at 11 o’clock, when 
the one great general observance of 
the day, the two minutes of silence, 
was participated in by many more per- 
sons than toox part either in the pa- 
rading, the unvelilings, meetings, lunch- 
eons, dinners or dances. For one brief 
space the minds of the multitudes went 
back to the day, eight years ago, when 
fighting ceased and the eavorid was at 
peace again. 

Transit at Standstill. 


Though the day was not generally 


observed as a holiday, the period of 


silence in the morning did extend to 
nearly every phase of activity. The 
subway trains stood still and street 
traffic halted, the machine-gun rattle 
of the pneumatic hammers on new 
structures was stilled, elevators stopped 
running in office buildings and crowds, 
at one ceremony or another, paused in 


silence. 

A great throng had gathered at the 
City Hall. There two buglers from 
Police Headquarters sounded ‘‘Roll- 
Call.” On the Cotton Exchange and 


the Coffee and Sugar Exchange trad- 
ing stoppea. In the Grand Central 


Station, scene of haste at all times, the 
milling of the crowd was suspended 
while the: old bell, long antedating 


war, that used to signal the departure 
of trains, tolled at ten-second intervals 
as it has each Armistice Day for the 
No tickets were sold 


and the train gates were closed. 
Many Couples Married. 


Meanwhile, young couples had 
flocked to the Marriage License Bu- 
reau in the Municipal Building, where 
eighty-seven licenses were issued, as 
against sixty-four last Armistice Day, 
and where thirty-nine couples were 
married in the course of the day. In 


Traffic Court, Magistrate Andrew Mc- 
Creary, observing the day in an odd 
manner, called first before him all 
veterans of the war and suspended 
sentence, so that they might be in 
time to participate in one or another 
of the parades. In the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, as elsewhere, all activity ceased, 
and in the United States Naval Hos- 
pital, near by, all patients who were 
hysically able to do so stood at at- 
ention during the two-minute interval. 

The afternoon saw the greatest holi- 
day activity. Perhaps the outstanding 
feature was the Armistice Day 
parade up Fifth Avenue, in which 
veterans of many armies participated, 
to the number of about 6,000. The 
parade, of which Brig. Gen. George 
Albert Wingate was the Marshal, left 
Twenty-sixth Street at 2 o’clock. 

In the line of march were detach- 
ments from the near-by army posts, 
headed by the band of the Sixteenth 
Infantry. Sailors from ships of the 
Atlantic Fleet followed with the band 
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard, then 
several companies of marines, three 
companies of National Guard and a 
section of the Naval Militia. There 
was a thin line of the G. A. R. and 
Spanish War veterans. Then came 
members of the American Legion, the 
veterans of Foreign Wars, Boy Scouts 
and disabled veterans, representatives 
of various military orders, including 
the New York Chapter of the Rain- 
bow Division and the Veterans of Al- 
lied Nations.

This parade was a prelude to the un- 
veiling in Centarl Park of a flagstaff 
given to the city by Mrs. Charles Au- 
gustine Robinson, National Flag Lady 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
United States. The staff, ninety feet 


high and mounted on a base of granite 
and bronze of extreme beauty, sur- 
mounts the little knoll, sometimes 
known as Music Hill, across the Mall, 
opposite the new bandstand. 

Partly because of the bitterly cold 
wind, the ceremonies were somewhat 
shortened. General Wingate presented 
Mrs. Robinson, who spoke of the sig- 
nificance of the day and of the flag, 
and particularly of the city employes 
who had gone to the war and in whose 
memory she was giving the staff. Then 
Aldermanic President Joseph V. Mc- 
Kee, representing Mayor Walker, ac- 
cepted the gift from Mrs. Robinson. In 
his speech he said that man was a 
creature of symbols and that this gift 
was but another symbol that the peo- 
ple would never forget the idealism 
and heroism of those who had gone into 
the war. Theodore V. Stitt, National 
Commander-in-Chief of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, offered, for Mrs. Rob- 
inson, a large new flag, which was run 
up to the top of the staff as the band 
played the national anthem. 

Then a salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired and Major Gen. Charles P. Sum- 
merall spoke very briefly. Commander 
Stitt talked on the significance of 
Armistice Day and touched briefly on 
the World Court and the League of 
Nations. 


‘Summerall Addresses Workers. 
General Summerall had spoken ear- 
lier at the Armistice Day exercises 
of the Building Trades Council, where 
he had praised ‘“‘that spirit of coop- 


eration between labor and capital that 
has so noticeably increased since the 
war.” 

Hugh Frayne, general organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
also spoke. : 

From noon until 2 o’clock ceremonies 
were in progress on the. steps of the 
Street, with 
Mrs. Edward Thomas in charge and 
Bishop Paul Jones, Secretary of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, and Dr. 
Mary Halton of Gouverneur Hospital 
among the speakers. There were other 
meetings at the headquarters of the 
Women’s Peace Society in Union 
Square and in the Community Church, 
and special ceremonies in the Hotel 
Roosevelt, to which the guests were 
called, by previous arrangement, by 
the fire alarm. 

In Wadleigh High School Mrs. Win- 
ter Russell of the Women’s Peace So- 
ciety spoke to some 500 pupils on the 
significance of Armistice Day. 

In the Knights of Columbus Hotel 
Club-at Highth Avenue and Fifty-first 
Street, the employes were gathered on 
the promenade roof and addressed by 
the manager, Lawrence Duling, on the 
significance of the day. 

A special Armistice Day meeting 
was held by the Daniel Webster Lodge 
of: the Independent Order, Free Sons 
of Israel. Maurice B. Blumenthal, 
former Deputy Attorney General, 
spoke. 

The Woman’s National Woodrow 
Wilson League gathered at the resi- 
dence of Miss M. Cecelia Gaffney, 987 
Madison Avenue, and listened to 
speeches by Mrs. Gaffney and others. 

Brig. Gen. C. H. Mitchell, C. B., 
Cc.

Church services played a large part 
in the observance of Armistice Day, 
one of the most important being the 
memofial service for the 107th Infan- 











try, the old Seventh Regiment, held in 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine 





on Morningside Heights, at which 
Bishop Manning made ‘the address. 
The Bishop said at one point: 

“There is today in certain quarters 
a disposition to disparage and belittle 
our army and navy and to decry all 
measures of preparedness as tending 
toward militarism, and to condemn our 
participation in the World War as mis- 
taken and as having accomplished 
nothing. Such a view is as harmful 
as it is false and foolish. The people 
who take that position were them- 
selves defended and protected by those 
who gave their lives at the front. Our 
army and navy deserve our sratitude, 
our support and our appreciation and 
I am proud that one of the great bays 
of the nave of this cathedral is to be 
the army and navy bay and is to stand 
as a striking symbol and reminder of 
the place which they hold and of the 
noble service that they rendered.” 

The Bishop went on to speak par- 
ticularly of the regiment and its ser- 
vice in the war, paying a high tribute 
to it and holding that the service of 
the regiment imposed an obligation on 
all to carry on in the same spirit its 
members displayed.

SUGGESTS AIR PILGRIMAGES. 


Julius Hyman Calls for Easier Ac- 
cess to Unknown Soldier’s Tomb. 


Airplane pilgrimages to the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier in the Arlington 
National Cemetery from various cities 
in the East on Armistice Day was 
proposed last night by Julius Hyman 
of the National Security League in an 
address at the Armistice Day service 
in the West Side Branch of the Y. M. 
C. A., 318 West Fifty-seventh Street. 

Mr. Hyman deplored the fact that 
unlike the unknown soldiers of France 
and England the American soldier 
rests in a place not readily accessible 
to the average American citizen. He 
referred to the Unknown Soldier as 
the greatest common denominator of 
4,000,000 men, privates and officers of 
the A. E. F., and the great symbol of 
democracy that came out of the war. 
“The average American,” he said, 
“finds it inconvenient to visit his 
grave. Therefore I have suggested 
this pilgrimage through the air.”

HITS AT MILITARY TRAINING 





G. W. Wickersham Criticizes Our 
Staying Out of League of Nations 
and World Court. 





The Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick and former United States Attor- 
ney General George W. Wickersham 
took this country to task last night 
for failing to make her contribution 
to world peace. 

Dr. Fosdick, pastor of the Park Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, emphasized the 
progress thes. War Department has 
made in enforcing compulsory military 
training in high schools and colleges. 
He condemned the department strong- 
ly, ending with the warning that the 
department “keep its hands off our 
civil institutions.’’ Both speakers 
spoke at the Armistice Day service of 
the Greater New York Federation of 
Churches at the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-fifth Street. 

The idea that the enforcement of 
compulsory military training in the 


defense purposes is “absurd,’’ Dr. Fos- 
dick said. The War Department in 
saying that, he declared, ‘is pulling 
the wool over your eyes.’’ 

‘‘What has that got to do with turn- 
ing our high schools for the first time 
in the history of our country into mili- 
tary academies and our universities 
into miniature West Points?’ he asked. 
‘‘There is no need of it. The strongest 
and richest country in the world need 
not take that backward step to the 
jungle that other countries are trying 
to step out of.”’ 

Dr. Fosdick declared it was now 
necessary that all, especially the 
Church, work ardently for peace. He 
said it must be the ‘‘American tem- 
perament’’ that made it possible for 
the people here to lose the interest in 
the question of war that it had even 
five years ago. 

Mr. Wickersham criticized the coun- 
try for remaining out of the League of 
Nations and the World Court. He be- 
spoke the need for our being friendly 
with the other nations of the world and 
added: ‘Our public men, speaking in 
national assemblies, must guard their 
tongues and not unnecessarily and 
gratuitously insult other nations.’’ He 
asked also whether it was necessary 
for Japan to be treated ‘‘with con- 
tumely and scorn and insulted in the 
legislative halls of the United States.’’ 

The Rev. Ralph W. Sockman, who 
presided, said that if the nations had 
departments of peace, as they have de- 
partments of war, and expended the 
same energy in such departments, ‘‘we 
might have the world without inter- 
national strife.’’ 


SEES AMERICA UNITED 
BY THE WORLD WAR 


General Summerall Describes 
1918 Armistic Day in France 
at Military Order Dinner. 








The unification of the American peo- 
ple is the greatest thing that has come 
to us from the World War, Major Gen. 
Charles P, Summerall, Commander of 
the Second Corps Area, who will be- 
come Chief of Staff later this month, 
said last night at an Armistice Day 
dinner dance of the Military Order 
of the World War at the Hotel Astor. 

General Summerall told how the 
Fifth Corps, which he commanded at 
the time of the armistice, had estab- 
lished itself behind the German lines 
expecting in forty-eight hours to be 
in Luxemburg on the way to the 
Rhine, when at 8:30 o’clock on the 
morning of Nov. 11, 1918, the order’ 
came to cease firing at 11 that 
morning. 

It was difficult to get word to all 
commands along the eight-mile front, 
the General said, and later a radio mes- 
sage was received from General Head- 
quarters to the effect that the Germans 
had complained ‘‘one American regi- 
ment would not cease firing until 
noon.’

FRENCH ARMISTICE DAY 
IS MEMORIAL TO DEAD 


American Tribute Is Placed on 
Tomb of Unknown Soldier at 


Ceremonies in Paris.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—Armistice Day was 
observed in France with almost relig- 
ious fervor. It was celebrated less as 
the commemmoration of the victory of 
democratic nations over imperialist 
Central Europe and more as a me- 
morial service for the 10,000,000 whose 
lives were forfeited in the great 
struggle. 

These dead seemed present in spirit 
at the ceremonies at the Arc de Tri- 
omphe in Paris today. Soldiers who 
paraded before the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier and the battle flags of 
250 disbanded French regiments gave a 
salute to the President of the republic, 
members of the Government and diplo- 
matic corps. But their salute appeared 
to reach out beyond the living of to- 
day and render a touching tribute to 
the countless dead of yesterday. 

Wov. 11 in France has already a 
tradition—although: it has been cele- 
brated only eight times since the wild 
pandemonium and the joyful release 
from horror manifested on that first 
Armistice Day in 1918. Tradition has 
made it a day of meditation and 
prayer. This was strikingly evidenced 
throughout the memorial services of 
the entire nation—by tbe march past

Some of them were women who were 
caught in the clashes between the de- 
monstrators and police. 


The worst disturbance was in the 
evening in O’Connell Street, where a 


party of poppy wearers was intercepted 
by Republican rowdies. A wild scene 
followed, and civic guards clubbed the 
disturbers, felling several of them. /, 

It was to avoid the blocking of street 
traffic by crowds, with possible 
chances of disorders similar to those 
which characterized former celebra- 
tions on Armistice Day, that the 
authorities selected Phoenix Park. This 
park was the scene of the assassina- 
tion of. Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and 
Thomas H. Burke, Under Secretary, 
in 1882.

A wooden cross which had stood at 
Guillemont was erected near the Wel- 
lington Monument and guarded by 
Saorstat police.

WILSON IS EULOGIZED 
BY PROFESSOR FISHER 


His Foes Will Learn to Revere 
Him, He Says, Calling Armis- 
tice Day His Day.

The-friendship between the United 


States and the British Empire is the 
best guarantee for world peace and 
disarmament, he believes. He hag 
touched upon this pet theory of his 


1 before, but never in such telling words 


as in his speech of today which he 


delivered, as the Walter Page memo- 

rial lecturer of this year, under the 

* of the English Speaking 
nion. 

Premier Bruce made one thing parr 
ticularly clear—Anglo-American friend- 
ship, as he conceives it, ig not just 
friendship between Americans and the 
English but friendship between_ the 
Americans and Britons of the entire 
British Empire. Since the British Do- 
minions ere peopled by folk akin to 
the Americans, with problems similar 
to those of the Americana, they there- 
fore understand the Americans better 
than the Bngligh do. 

Moreover, since the people in the 
Dominions also und-~rtand the Eng- 
lish better than the Americans ever 
can, they should interpret the Amer- 
icans to the English, and vice versa, 
thus doing the best pogsible work to- 
ward world peace, That, in a nutshell, 
is the Bruce idea, 


Sees Hope of Disarmament. 


“With that mutual understanding 
and respect which I am convinced can 
be brought about between the peoples 


of the great American nation and the 
British Empire the world’s peace can 
be assured in the future and the way 
paved for progressive alleviation of 
the hideous burden of gsrmaments, 
which today is pressing so heavily 
upon all nations.”’ 

In that sentence, Premier Sruce 
struck the keynote of his remarkable 
plea for solidarity, Throughout his 
speech he consistently hammered at 
this same idea and sought to impress 
his hearers with the essential simi- 


plarity in ideals between the Americans 


and the peoples of the British 
Dominions, 


“Our relations with the United States 
always have been. most cordia) and 
we have had repeated evidences of the 
enthusiastic friendship which. exists 
between our respective peoples,’”’ he 
said. “It is not too much to say that 
the Dominions haye, in their general 
rations with the United States, con- 
tributed more thah a little towards 
the friendship which now exists be- 
tween America and the empire. To ue 
in Australia, this friendship is of vital, 


concern 
“We feel that when America struck 


the blow for her freedom at the end of 
the eighteenth century she struck a 
blow for al] British Dominions of. to- 
day. Her success has found expression 
in our full measure of empire citizen- 
ship. If English-speaking nations are 
to continue to grow in amity and 
mutual knowledge both Americans and 
Englishmen must understand that it is 
not simply a question of relations be- 
tween their respective countries byt 
one of contacts between the United 
States and the great commonwea!th of 
nations known as the British Empirs. 


Steadying Force in World. 


‘We look to America to join with us 
as a steadying force in the affairs of 


the world.”’ 

‘Then, as if to show that his remarks 
were based on.a real desire to help to- 
ward the Anglo-American friendship 
which he visualizes, Premier Bruce of- 
fered hig Own personal services toward 
achieving it in these words: 

‘It seems to me that possibly an 
outsider--fre¢e from the complexities 
and perplexities of the European out- 
look but who ag a Dominion Prime 
—2 and a member of the Imperial 

nference has been enabled to gain 
hone and understanding of them and 
who at the same time is able to under- 
stand the attitude of ne people of the 

United States thro ** natural. affin- 
ities between it and his own country— 
might do some smal] thing to help.” 

Concerning the great work coming 
in future years, he said: 

‘“‘These great tasks can only be ac- 
complished by cooperation between 
the great English-speaking nations of 
the world—the United States of Amer- 
ica and the British Empire. Surely, 
when two great democratic peoples 
set out with the same objective only 
the most colossal stupidity and ignor- 
ant bungling can prevent the attain- 
ment of their ideals. 

“Let us not drift aimlesly toward 
the buture, but endeavor te shape our 
destiny by wise far-seeing action. To- 
gether we can eusure the world’s 
peace. Acting bing —— we can 
promote the * rinciples of liberty 
and justice ich the war was 
fought and poll a standard of in- 
ternational honor among nations.” 

The Australian Premier paid a sin- 
cere tribute to the work of Walter 
Hines Page, who as the American 
Ambassador to Great Britain, he said, 
did excellent work toward promoting 
friendship between the English-speak- 
ing nations. 

Before “Premier Bruce’s speech a 
cablegram of greeting from ex-Am- 
bassador John W. Davis, President of 
the American branch of the Mnglish 
Speaking Union, waa read. 


Post Skeptical of Bruce Aims. 

The Morning Post, commenting on 
Premier Bruce’s proposal that the 
United States and the British Empire 
might cooperate, remarks that when 
an attempt is made to apply this 
principle of cooperation nothing seems 
to result. The newspaper says it was 
a very great pity that Great Britain's 
alliance with Japan to secure the in- 
terests of the twe nations in the Far 
East was allowed to lapse. 

Increased friendship with tae United 
States had offered no compensating 
advantages in the Far Hast. “On the 
contrary,"’ says The Post, "the China- 
man contrives véry easily to work on 
the commercia)] rivalry of the two na- 
tions and by ostentatiously concentrat- 
ing his attack on British interests con- 
trives to blind Uncle Sam to the fairly 
obvious consideration that his turn 
will certainly come.”

HELD NEW NEED HERE 


NEW HAVEN, Nov. 1],—Training 
for citizenship that would teach Ameri- 
cans to think nationally and interna- 
tionally instead of sectionally was de- 
glared to be a necessity in an Armi- 
gtice Day address delivered here by 
Rabbi Jonah B. Wise of New York in 
Woolsey Hall, Yale University.

‘‘World affairs have changed so that 
we are profoundly affected by and 
intimately responsible for the welfare 
of all humanity 


‘We cannot, as we presumed to do 


in 1914, continue to act as the umpire 
of European battles. Both as an out- 
standing creditor and ag a sharer in 
international welfare we are forced to 


consider ourselves bound to the policy | 


of active interest in and influence 
upon the affairs of nations. Officially 
and unofficially the world consults us. 

“World peace and world prosperity 
rest upon the intelligent and honest 
opinion of the American electorate. 
The American must know the world 
in order properly to fulfill the respon- 
sibility which new developments have 
placed upon Rim.”

- But these measures everybody knew

tant thing called. confidence was given 
to the Government and to the coun- 
try. There were more people, proph- 
esying failure than success in those 
days. Premier Poincaré did not en- 
* courage the optimists when he dis- 
carded the experts’ plan and was pur- 
‘~ posely vague about the possibility of 
ratifying the interalliéd debt agree- 
ments and about -stabilization.. He 
seemed to have no very clear inten- 
tions about anything, though his de- 
te ation to get the franc back 
- hearer normal by every means possible 
was clear enough. 


Unexpected Transformation Wrought. 


Somehow the unexpected happened. 
Confidence rallied to his determination 
far more than it would have done to 
any expert plan or any wizardry of 
manipulation. The franc climbed back 
~out of the depths and the Treasury 
has been able with ease to. meet all 


demands on it. The French people 
themselves have shown such optimism 
that they have been insisting on in- 
vesting théir money in national de- 
fence bonds to an extent which is al- 
most’ embarassing, as their invest- 
ments, though welcome enough, tend 
‘to increase the, floating debt, which 
has always been the greatest source 
of danger. 

Step by step, too, as the franc has 
improved, the Bank -of France —* 
been buying dollars and sterling. T 
was another illustration of how app * 
ently contrary all ordinary rules of 
confidence work. With each purchase 
of foreign*moneys the franc has im- 
proved. There has therefore been a 
dead loss in francs on these purchases, 
a loss which has been gain to the bull 
speculators at Amsterdam and else- 
where who during these three months 
have been buying francs on a rising 
market.

The facts of the accord signed several 
days ago already have been he ed 
from Berlin, but Ta cacetawer otk 
of France is just beginning to discuss 
them in a detailed way and explain to 
its readers théir importance in. the re- 
lations of the two countries. 

In the. first place ‘Vitally essential 
advantages have been secured for the 
iron and steel trade of the Sarre and 


Lorraine, assuring a free market for | 
a large quantity of products: 


This is 


especially pleasing to the Frénch in 
the case of Lorraine, where commer- 
cial interests have complained of the 
serious blow dealt their commerce by 
the return of the lost provinces to 
France after more than forty years of 
close economic contact with Germany. 
‘The advantages obtained for Lorraine 
include the assured sale of large an- 
nual tonnages of metallurgical prod- 
ucts and a general improvement in the 
exchange of these goods between the 
province and Germany through cus- 
toms concessions. In return, customs 


concessions are granted to Germany. 


which will facilitate the replenish- 
ment of her stores of metallurgical and 
mechanical goods from ‘he Sarre. 

Among other things the agreement 
grovides for the admission into Ger- 
many duty free of 1,700,000 tons of 
steel raw and finished fromthe Sarre. 
Of ‘this total only 40,000 tons represents 
the mechanical and electrical. indus- 
tries. The accord will have a_stabiliz- 
ing effect upon the whole French 
metallurgical industry by making it 
further possible to compute annual ex- 
ports of this character so that domes- 
tic needs may be accurately foreseen. 

In the opinion of the Journée Indus- 
trielle the accord opens up new possi- 
bilities for future commercial. rela- 
tions between Germany and France 
and the friendly way in which it has 
been received in both countries should’ 
convince doubters that the two powers 
which fought each other in the late 
war have now reached a point in their 
relations where close industrial co- 
eperation is assured.

NICE, Nov. 11.—Although, the Ital- 
ian Government has made all possible 
excuses and apologies for the Venti- 


miglia affair and other attacks on 
French Consulates following the at- 
tempt on Mussolini’s life at Bologna, a 
certain liveliness among the Fascisti 
on the frontier continues to cause dis- 
quiet on the Riviera. 

Last evening when Cauvin, the man 
who invaded the Ventimiglia Consulate 
was arrested,\the greatest precautions 
had to be taken by the police to avoid 
provoking another outbreak. A pro- 
test meeting was called and it’ was 
disbanded only on an order of the lo- 
cal Fascist leader backed by several 
files of carabineers.

Engineering Council Submits 
Plan to Save Money and 
Increase Efficiency. 


NEW DEPARTMENT IS URGED 


Publle Works and Domain Would 
Simplify Many Activities—Early 
Congress Action Sought. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ITHACA; N. Y., Nov. 11.—A big cut in 
the cost of Government will result, it 
was declared, if Congress adopts the 
findings of a national: committee of 
the American Engineering Council 
which, meeting at Cornell University 
today, made public a report covering 
two years of study in Federal reorgani- 
gation The committee presented a 
plan to revamp the administrative 
structure 

The plan makes a complete regroup- 
ing of Federal activities into a De- 
partment of Public Works and Do- 
main. More than a score of bureaus, 
boards, departmental agencies and ser- 
vices are incorporated organically into 
the new department. Numerous other 
units are so adjusted that they can be 
soerved in their public works aspects by 
this department, which in this respect 
would act as consulting engineer, and 
in which all Government effort ap- 
propriate to its sphere would for the 
first time be brought under centralized 
control. 

Every function and activity of the 
Federal Government that has been, or 
might be, seriously considered for allo- 
cation to such a department was 
studied by the committee, it was stated 
by Dean Dexter S. Kimball of the Cor- 


nell College of Engineering, President 
of the council, which sponsored the in- 


quiry. 
Exhaustive Study by Experts. 


Dean Kimball characterized the re- 
port, prepared by a committee of 
which E. O. Griffenhagen of Chicago 
is Chairman, as an influence which 
would penetrate the whole problem of 


Government reorganization brought 
forward under the Administration of 
President Harding. 

The nation’s — — Dean Kim- 
ball asserted, «an go before Congress 
and the country confident. that this 
plan represents the most scientific and 
most exhaustive study ever made in 
this field. 

“The keynote of the argument for 
the proposal to establish a Department 
of Public Works and Domain,”’ said the 
report, “‘is that it will make for a 
more logical and more simple.and 
hence, presumptively, a more effec- 


’ tive organization of our Federal Gov- 


ernment.”’ 

The committee recommended that 
the following units be included in the 
new department: 

Geological Survey, Bureau of Recla- 
mation, the Alaska Railroad, National 
Park Service, General Land Office, all 
of which are now in the Department 
of the Interior. 

Bureau of Public Roads and Forest 
Service, now in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

The non-military river and harbor 
work of the office of Chief Engineers,

Would Serve Other Departments. _ 


The Department of Public Works and |. 


Domain, under the scheme of the engi- 
neers, would serve the other depart- 
ments of the Government. For ex- 
ample, this department would be in 
service relationship with the Depart- 
ment of War in the administration of 
national military parks, national monu- 
ments and memorials, the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs (the Philippines and 
Porto Ricco) and the Construction 
Service. 

Another function of the department 
would be affiliated, this relation ex- 
tending to the Commission of Fine 
Arts and the Board of Surveys and 
Maps of the Federal Government. The 
service relationship would cover a 
wide range of administrative bodies, 
including the Panama Cunab and Canal 
Zone and the Shipping Board and 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. 

“The proposed change,’’ the report 
said, ‘‘is in the interest of simplicity. 
No additional department of govern- 
ment is created. A number of minor 
units are merged. An xisting major 
department—Interior—is converted into 
@ more homogeneous organization. 

“‘There is logic and common sense in 
the association of the various activities 
that will make up the work of the 
new department. The new department 
will make it possible to reduce over- 
head costs. The country is interested 
in getting the most service for what it 
pays to support the Government.”’ 


Changes in War Department. 


An important feature of the plan is 
the suggestion that the rivers and 


harbors work be placed under the di- 


rection of the Secretary of Public 
Works and Domain rather than the 
Secretary of War. 

The committee also urged that “an 


arrangement be worked out between. 
these two Cabinet officers that will 
give practical effect t a more compre- 
hensive plan for the practical train- 
ing of members of the corps of en- 
gineers of the army in responsible en- 
gineering work in a much nore varied 
field than the rivers and harbors work 
to which they have been limited.” 

Striking economies of many kinds, 
direct and indirect, can be accom- 
plished in the interest of the taxpay- 
ers by the adoption of this plan, the 
committee declares. 

The American Engineering Council, 
Dean Kimball announced, will seek 
the support of other organizations,.- in- 
cluding architects and contractors, in 
an effort to have the principles of 
this plan enacted into law at the com- 
ing session of Congress. The public 
works legislation proposed by the en- 
gineers, Dean Kimball said, would be 
in charge of Senator Jones of Wash- 
ington and Representative — of 
Pennsylvania.

Record Against Him, He Complains 
—First Convicted at Age of 7, Faces 
_ Life Term Under Baumes Law. 


*- John J. Geary, 64 years old, a pale, 
gray-haired man, who. said he lived at 
438 West Twentieth Street; was re- 
leased a week ago from Welfare Island 
Prison from.an indeterminate: sentence 
for petit larceny. It was his tenth con- 


1889, when he was sentenced to serve 
nine months for petit larceny at the 
Albany Prison, and yesterday he was 


arrested again. 

Geary was identified as a man who 
had obtained $11 in cash and four dol- 
lars’ worth of groceries on a forged 
check for $15 from John J. Kirk, a 
grocer, of 116 Broome Street. 

“Don’t you know,” he was asked by 
Inspector John J. Coughlin, ‘‘that un- 
der the new Baumes law this means a 
life sentence for you?” 

“IT know all about the Baumes law,’’ 
replied Geary. ‘‘But what is a fellow 
going to do? Nobody’d give me. a job 
with my record, and I’ve got to eat.’’ 

“Any welfare organization would 
have hvwiped you,” said Inspector 
Coughlin. 

**Yes—maybe,” said Geary, and he 
was led to the Essex Market Court, 
where he was held without bail. 

Since his first conviction on Oct. 21, 
1889, when he was seven years. old, 
Geary has been in jails in New York 
and New Jersey practically all the 
time. 

He was sentenced on May 21, 1892, 
to serve from four and one-half to 
nine years at Sing Sing for a felonious 
assault in New York. On Sept. 
1907, he was sentenced here to two 
years at Sing Sing for yar forged 
money order. On July 5, 1 he re- 
ceived from two to three years at Sing 
Sing for carrying concealed weapons. 
On May 10, 1912, he was brought here 
from Baltimore, where he had been 
arrested for disorderly conduct, con- 
victed of violation of parole and sen- 
tenced to finish his term at Clinton 
Prison. On Dec. 4, 1914, he was sen- 
tenced to twenty days in the House of 
Correction at Holyoke, Mass., for dis- 
orderly conduct. On Aug. 9, 1915, he 
received one year in the Hudson 
County Penitentiary for carrying con- 
cealed weapons in Jersey City. On 
Jan. 6, 1919, he was sentenced here 
for two years and six months at Sing 
Sing for attempted grand larceny. On 
April 19, 1921, he was sentenced to 
serve from two to three years in the 
Trenton Prison for robbery in Jersey 
City.

PRISONER FINDS PISTOL, 

BUT GIVES IT TO GUARD 

Turns in Weapon Careless Keeper 
Dropped in Sing Sing—War- 
den Commends Him. — 


_ Special to The New York Times. 

OSSINING, N. Y., Nov. 11.—Petro 
Novello, 42 years old, a prisoner at 
Sing Sing from New York County, was 
marching with 100 other prisoners 
from the new dormitory outside the 
prison walls to breakfast at the mess 
hall this morning when he saw lying 
in the grass at the edge of the walk a 
82 calibre pistol. 

No one saw him as he picked it up. 
He saw at once that allbits six cham- 
bers wére loaded. He could easily have 
stuffed it into his blouse, but instead 
he carried it in his hand as he marched 
with the other prisoners toward Keep- 
er William J. McDonald. 

Possession of a pistol by any prison- 
er quartered in the new dormitory at 
Siing Siing might have enabled him to 
effect the largest jail delivery ever 
known. There are 400 men quartered 
there, most of them first offenders. 
The dormitory is 200 yards distant 
from the walls of the main prison and 
is surrounded mostly by open country. 
Only a half dozen guards are on duty 
there at night. Any noise there, even 
shooting, might have been unnoticed 
at the main prison for some time. 

Novello paused as he reached Keeper 
oe and handed the weapon to 

im. 

J just found it in the grass,“ he 
said. : 

McDonald reported the _ incident 
promptly to Warden Lewis E. Lawes, 
who discovered that the pistol be- 
longed to Harry J. Quarles, a negro 
keeper on night patrol duty, whom he 
suspended immediately. 

‘Quarles will be tried for careless- 
ness,’’ said Mr. Lawes. “It was a care- 
less act, but of the most serious kind. 
I have commended the prisoner, No- 
vello, for returning the pistol and I will 
see if something can be done for him.”’ 

The prison authorities would not dis- 
close Novello’s history nor the length 
of his sentence except that he was 4 
first offender and had a good record.

Thousands Surround Knoll at 
Kansas City to Hear Marie’s 
Fervent Plea for Peace. 


TRIES RADIO TO HOMELAND 


After Address to Veterans in Dis- 
tant Hospital, She Speaks Mes- 
sage to the King.

ON BOARD THE QUEEN OF RU- 
MANIA’S TRAIN, KANSAS CITY, 
Nov. 11.—A reception in Kansas City, 
truly tremendous, brought. to a cli- 
matic close tonight a day of greetings 
in three States, exceeding in enthu- 


siasm any which Queen Marie has re- 
ceived since the first few days of her 
American visit. 

From her first appearance this morn- 
ing in Nebraska, on through her tour 
across the southeastern corner of Iowa 
and into Missouri, she was cheered by 
waiting crowds at every station, even 
those where the train whirled by with- 
out a pause. 

The day was a triumph for Kansas 
City also. It was, as Mayor A. I. 
Beach said tonight in the presence of 
the Queen, ‘“‘the greate:t day in the 
history of Kansas City.” For it 
brought within a space of a few hours 


a reigning Queen to this city. 

Queen Marie arrived at 6:30 P. M., 
exactly three hours after the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge had visited the city. 
The Queen and her party were driven 
at once to the Liberty Memorial, whose | 
graceful marble shaft had been dedi- 
cated only this morning by the Presi- 
dent. 


Crowds Sweep Up to Royal Guests. 


The huge Union Station at Kansas 
City was literally jammed when the 
royal party came from the train and 
passed through a narrow lane to the 
street. The police were utterly unable 
to keep the crowds back and they 
swarmed down upon the royal party 
as they entered their automobiles. 

The highest military salute, the salute 
of twenty-one guns for the head of a 
nation, boomed for the second time to- 
day here as the Queen started for the 
memorial. 

The great :knoll which the me- 
morial shaft crowne tonight with its 
smoking brazier was covered with a 
crowd of many tho@sands, fully as 
great as that which greeted the Presi- 
dent, today. ~ 

The tgueen, Prince Nicolas and Prin- 
cess Ileana were escorted to the cano- 
pied rostrum at the base of the shaft, 
from. which President Coolidge spoke 
this morning, and the Queen extended 
her arms to the people, while they 
shouted for her. 


Queen’s Tribute to War Dead. 


Then, after Mayor Beach had intro- 
duced her, the Queen spoke a tribute 
to the war dead. 

“Tt is especially a wonderful mo- 
ment for me to be here,’’ the Queen 
said, ‘‘for it is a symbol of peace, a 
symbol of the great desire all the 
world over that there should be no 
more fearful wars to destroy those we 
love. 

“IT bring you a greeting in the name 
of the King from my country to your 
city. I am fuJl of emotion at the 
thought that I ‘will be the one to lay 
the first wreath upon your monument, 
I do it in loving remembrance of those 
for whom it was erected. 

“T think you all now that we 
fought for the same cause and our 
sons and brothers lie in different fields 
over the wide world. And so you 
Lave put up this splendid monument 
to the memory of those we love and 
who helped us to continue the work 
they began. 

‘May this moment never be for- 
gotten. It will be a day of remem- 


When I see the wonderful monument 
you have built, I think of the great 
sacrifices of all those who are not 
here today to rejoice with us. I thank 
you all for having come out this eve-: 
ning in such numbers.” : 
Bows as-‘Bugler Sounds Taps 

When the Queen had finished, a 
bugler played Taps, while Queen Marie 
and her party stood with bowed heads. 
Then the Queen deposited a bronze 
wreath at the base of the column. 

The royal family and their suite had 
a private dinner tonight in the Hotel 
Muenlenbach, after which the party at- 
tended ah Armistice Day concert in 
the American Royal Pavilion. The 
evening in Kansas City closed with a 
private supper and reception at the 
home of Mrs. Jacob L. Loose, attended 
by about 100 of Mrs. Loose’s friends. 
It was the third private home the 
Queen has seen in America. The train 
left at 12:30 tonight for St. Louis, 
which it is due to reach tomorrow 
morning and where it will remain 
twenty-four hours. 

At Hastings, Neb., the first stop of 
the day, an elaborate radio hookup had 
been arranged which, it was hoped, 
would carry the voices of the Queen, 


the Prince and the Princess clear to 


King Ferdinand in his castle at Sinaia. 
A microphone connected with Station 
KFKX was set up on the rear platform 
of the Queen’s observation car when 
the train stopped and the Queen spoke 
an Armistice Day message into it, 
meant particularly for 500 invalid sol- 
diers at Battle Mountain Sanitarium at 
Hot Springs, S. D. She concluded with 
a few words intended for her royal 
husband, who: had been informed by 
cable that the Queen would attempt to 
speak to him. \ 


Speaks to Soldiers and King. 


Eight thousand persons were gath- 
ered around the railroad station when 
the train pulled in at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning, 4:30 P. M. Rumanian time. 
After responding to their cheers, the 
Queen stepped up to the microphone 
and said: 

“It is with great pleasure that I can 
talk to so many hundreds of thou- 
sands today, especially while here on 
this Armistice Day, a day so glorious 
and so well remembered. I send my 
greetings to all those Americans who 
fought in the great war, and I think 
especially also of the many men here 
in the hospitals who are paying the 
price. 

‘It is a great wonder to me that I 
can talk so far. I hope you here in 
America will know that I appreciate 
the wonderful reception given me. I 
have received everywhere such a warm 
greeting from the American people and 
I think especially of those greetings 
with a full heart. 

‘*Yesterday in Denver I went to one 
of your great hospitals. There I saw 
and talked with some of your soldiers 
who are paying the price. I send my 
greetings to all of you who may be 
listening in, and it is a great wonder 
to me to think that through this won- 
derful apparatus I am able to talk and 
be heard by so many.”’ 

Then the Queen spoke directly for 
the King’s ears. 

“I hope that you can hear me,” she 
said. ‘‘It seems almost incredible that 
I should be able to talk to you from 
a far-away land. It is a wonderful 
thing that you can receive this mes- 
sage. It makes me tremble with emo- 
tion to think I can send you this 
greeting. Ileana would like to send a 
few words to you over in Rumania.”’ 


Ileana Feels Father Is Near. 


When the Queen had finished 
Princess Ileana took the microphone. 
Her seventeen-year-old Royal Highness 
had been told that her father was 
listening in far off Rymania, and, in 
the most naive manner and totally 
oblivious of the great crowd grouped 
around her, she talked and laughed 
into the radio apparatus in Rumanian, 
as if her father were in the same room 
with her and she was chatting about 
her experiences in America. 

No word had reached the train this 
evening as to whether King Ferdinand 
heard the voices of his family. 

A really tremendous reception was 
given to the royal family at Omaha, 
where the train paused for fifteen 
minutes at noon. Twenty thousand 
people were waiting to see the Queen 
and her children, and they included a 
large delegation of ex-service men who 
marched and counter-marched to trum- 
pet music alongside the Queen’s car. 

One event unscheduled by the of- 
ficial reception committee was an in- 
vitation to the Queen from the Inter-

Cuddihy, and in the opinion of many 
he should, as the senior remaining 
member of the American team, have 
been assigned to the Curtiss-motored 
No. € plane instead of Lieutenant

generally conceded to be the fastest 
plane, however, Lieutenant Cuddihy 
has designated to fly the Pack- 
ard-motored No. 2 plane, which, while 
conceded to be the second fastest of 
the American planes, is powered with 
@ geared motor, which is not only a 
distinct novelty in racing planes but 
exc ly difficult to handle. The 
consequence, in the opinion of some of 
the most experienced experts here, is 
that the American team is psychologi- 
cally and otherwise handicapped as it 
approaches the race. 


Change Made Last Monday. 


The suggestion that Lieutenant 
Cuddihy be assigned to pilot the No. 
4 plane instead of Lieutenant. Champ- 
ion, it is definitely learned, was made 
as long ago as last Monday, when 
Lieutenant Cuddihy took out the No. 
4 plane, which he was not designated 
to fly in the Schneider Cup Race, and 
established a new world’s record of a 
fraction over 256 miles an hour over 
& measured course for seaplanes. 

It was difficult to make this change, 
however, because it might have in- 
volved the transfer of Lieutenant 
Champion to the No. 2 Packard- 
motored plane, which he has never 
flown and which contains a motor with 
which he is not altogether familiar. 

The result appears to be that, unless 
there is an eleventh-hour shift of per- 
sonnel in the American racing team, 
that Lieutenant Cuddihy, the most ex- 
perienced naval flier on the American 
team in high-speed racing, which is 
altogether different from other sea- 
planing, is scheduled to fly the No. 2 
plane, which, while believed to possess 
remarkable speed possibilities, has not 
yet been thoroughly mastered; while 
Lieutenant Champion, the least expe- 
rienced high-speed racer on the team, 
has been tentatively assigned to the 
No. ¢ plane, which has the best speed 
record of the American planes, and 
Lieutenant C. Frank Schilt of the Ma- 


rine Corps, second in rank to Lieute- | 


nant Cuddihy in high-speed experience 
on the team, has been assigned to the 
No. 6 plane, which is the lowest-pow- 
ered one entered in the race. 

This problem of personnel has been 
the subject of numerous secret confer- 
ences since Monday and is believed to 
have been partly the reason for the 
hurried trip which Edward P. Warner, 
the Agsistant Secretary of the Navy 
for Air, made to the Hampton Roads 
air base Tuesday by airplane from 
Washington. 


Decision Will Be Made Today. 

Following these conferences and 
despite the fact that it had been offi- 
cially announced in Washington after 
Lieutenant conant’s death that his 
plane, the No. 4, would be flown in 
the race by Lieutenant Champion, it 
wes admitted by a high official at 
the naval air base tonight that no 
fina] decision to assign Lieutenant 
Champion to that plane had or would 
be made before 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. This official stated that Lieu- 
tenants W. G. Tomlinson and George 
R. Henderson, as well as Lieutenant 
Champion, were still regarded as alter- 
nates to fly Lieutenant Conant’s plane 
and that the plane will be flown by 
the man who qualifies to fly it. 

On top of this personnel complica- 
tion Commander Homer C. Wick, Cap- 
tain of the American team, was taken 
sick today with a touch of la grippe. 
Nevertheless, Rear Admiral Moffett, 
Chief of the Bureau of Naval Aero- 
nauties, said tonight the morale of the 
American team, to the extent it had 
been designated, was good, but the 
Americans were not worried over its 
prospects in the Schneider Cup race, 

Meanwhile, with improved weather 
conditions, the navigability tests were 
successfully begun late this afternoon, 
despite several mishaps, two of which 
befell the red racers of the Italians. 
All three of Italy’s aces and one Amer- 
ican entrant, Lieutenant Schilt of the 
Marine Corps, embarked on these tests 
and tonight only two had qualified, one 
an Italian, the other an American. 

These were Lieutenant Adriano 
Baculas’s No. 1 plane, and Lieutenant 
Schilt’s No. 6 racer, the first and last 
scheduled to hop off in Saturday’s cup 
race, Major Mario de Bernardis’s No. 
5 plane qualified today in flying and 
taxiing tests but its fletation trial was 
forced over until tomorrow by an acci- 
dent that damaged the plane’s pon- 
toons. 

The only other plane to attempt 
navigability tests was the No. 3 Italian 
racer, piloted by Captain Ferrarin. It 
hopped off at 5:14 o’clock this after- 
noon, less than half an hour before 
dark and experienced motor trouble 
which compelled a forced landing in 
Hampton Roads at a point three miles 
west of the Hampton Roads air base, 
in the direction of Newport News. 

After taking off, Captain Ferrarin 
made his first landing and taxi test, 
then took off for another taxi test 
when he was forced down. It was not 
until] 8 o’clock that Captain Ferrarin's 
No. 8 plane was towed from Hampton 
Roads to the air station. 

The first plane taking off in today’s 
tests, Major de Bernardi’s No. 5, went 
into the air at 4:15 o’clock and suc- 
cessfully completed both its flight and 
taxiing tests. All that remained was 
a flotation test during which the plane 
was to have been moored for six hours 
to determine its water tightness. 

Despite the afternoon’s misshaps to- 
night's prospects are that all six planes 
may enter the race, none having been 
eliminated. Two Italian and two 
American planes yet have tests to face 
or complete. Major de Bernardi’s No. 
- 5 plane must vet undertake only flo- 

tation tests. The No. 2 plane of Lieu- 
tenant Cuddihy, the No. 3 plane of 
Captain Farrarin and the No. 4 plane,

Harvard and Princeton will engage 
jointly in athletic competition today. 
Both schools have sent their crosgs- 
country teams to New Haven to race 
over the Yale cross-country course. 
Professor Charles W. Kennedy, direc- 
tor of Harvard athletics, said yester- 
day that Princeton's severance of re- 
lations with Harvard applied only to 
dual meets, not to competitions in 
which several schools were involved. 

The statement of President Howard 
Elliott of the Board of Overseers of 
Harvard University was as follows: 

“As a member of the Board of Over- 
seers of Harvard, I wish to express 
ob very great regret over the strained 
relations that have developed between 
Princeton and Harvard. neeton may 
be justified in severing all athletic re- 
lations with Harvard, but in spite of 
this, I hope the authorities of both of 
these institutions will come together 
and ‘bury the hatchet.’ 

“The situation today affects much 
more the graduates of these two his- 
toric colleges than it affects the under- 

duates, the athletic teams, the 
poon or the Crimson. Princeton 
and Harvard graduates all over the 
country are closely associated socially, 
in professional and business life and 


this unfortunate incident will strain 
these pleasant and useful relations and 
do harm. 

“Again, for these two nationa! insti- 
tutions to show to the world that they 
cannot engage in manly sports without 
friction and bad feeling weakens their 
influence in the nation and does not 
help the genera] cause of wise educa- 
tion 


“IT hope most earnestly that Harvard 
will, man fashion, say, through Presi- 
dent Lowell, the editors of the Lam- 
poon and the Crimson, Athletic Com- 
mittee, the Student Council and any 
other undergraduate bodies, to Mr. Hib- 
ben, Mr. Kennedy and the Board of 
Athletic control at Princeton, ‘Regret 
this break in our long time relations 
and if we seem to have been rude and 
unthinking and unfair in any of our 
actions and statements, we are sorry. 
We would like to sit down in good 
temper with you and talk over things 
and arrange for a resumption of the 
cordial relations that have existed be- 
tween Princeton and Harvard for fifty 
years.’ 

“I happen to be President of the 
Board of Overseers, but I act as pre- 
siding officer and have no power to 
speak for the board without their di- 
rection. I am, therefore, speaking us 
one overseer, but I feel sure I repre- 
sent the views of many overseers ani 
Harvard graduates—namely, that we 
have a feeling of genuine sorrow over 
the situation and hope most earnestly 
it can be composed, either in the way 
above suggested, or by some other suit- 
able means.” 


Another Overseer’s View. 


Frederick Roy Martin, a member of 
the Harvard Board of Overseers, said: 

“IT am very sorry that the break in 
athletic relations comes at a time 
when there hag been an exhibition of 
ill manners by a few Harvard under- 
graduates, but I think it ig well in 
the circumstances that there should 
be no intercollegiate sports between 
two colleges whose undergraduates do 
not feel more kindly toward one an- 
other than Harvard and Princeton 
undergraduates have felt in recent 
years,’ 

Many alumni regard the Big Three 
contests in the light of sacred games 
and feel that undergrdduate wrath 
sheuld take the form of increased 
eagerness to beat a rival rather than 
that of dropping a rival from the 
schedule. 

In the Princeton letter severing re- 
lations objection was voiced to the 
Harvard resolution of Oct. 13. To ex- 
plain this resolution, Director Bingham 
authorized the publication of the fol- 
lowing report: 

“The meeting of the Director with 
Professors Nettleton of Yale and Ken- 
nedy of Princeton at New Haven on 
Oct. 6 last helped to bring about a 
clearer understanding of the athletic 
relations between the three univer- 


| sities, and, as the joint announcement 


which was given out after the meet- 
ing said, ‘No change in the essentia! 
athletic relations of the three univer- 
sities is contemplated,’ In view, how- 
ever, of the current misunderstand- 
ings, some of which have continued 
since that announcement, it seems ad- 
visable to make Harvard’s attitude and 
policy perfectly clear. 

An recent years the playing of foot- 
ball games against the game colleges 
every year has tended to keep the ex- 
citement of the contests at too high a 
pitch for too long a period almost 
throughout the whole Autumn, and has 
exaggerated the part which intercolle- 
giate rivalry should properly have in 
the game, Moreover, the schedule is 
coming to be so fixed and prearranged 
year after year that there is a danger 
of difficulty in shortening it, if that 
should be thought necessary. 

Rxcept for its final game with Yale, 
it is therefore Harvard’s policy, as 
goon as circumstances permit, to play 
football with other colleges only at 
suitable intervals. This policy is 
adopted in the interests of the student 
body, and since itg purpose is the pro- 
motion of objects for which colleges 
exist, no other institution can have 
cause to object. | 

“Our agreement with Yale and 
Princeton made in 1916 with a view 
to maintaining in mutual confidence at 
these three universities the same the- 
ory and practice in matters of eligi- 
bility and every provision therein, as 
revised in 1922, will be observed, as 
it has been. We have no intention cf 
wthdrawing from that agreement. 
There is nothing in this policy that 
should disturb the friendship which ex- 
ists between us. The other parties to 
the agreement are as free as we are to 
change their athletic schedules in the 
future as they have been changed in the 
past. Harvard has not, nor has it ever 
had an intention of severing athletic re- 
lations with, or dropping permanentiv 
from its schedule, any college. nor has 
it the slightest hostile feeling against 
any one.’ 

Outside of this simple statement of 
regret at the break, no official com- 
munication was sent to Princeton from 
Harvard. 

A question which was automatically 
brought up was what college team 
would fill the empty date created by 
Princeton’s absence on the 1927 sched- 
ule. The Princeton game was to take 
place on Nov. 5 between the Univer- 
‘sity of Indiana and Brown University 
on the Crimson scheduie. With Yale 
playing Harvard at Cambridge next 
year, and the Tiger game at Princeton 
wiped off the slate, all of Harvard's 
games will take place at home. 

The college allows its football team 
to play’ one game away from home 
each year. When the question of com- 
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igan at Michigan came up last year 
e main objection to such a contest 
was that it would necessitate a second 
game away from Cambridge. With the 
Princeton ee no. longer on the 
schedule, e Michigan rumor once 
more appears. ! 

Neither Director Bingham nor Head 
Coach Horween would make any state- 
ment concerning who would take ths 
place of Princeton on the Crimson 
schedule, however. The’ possibilities of 
Dartmouth'’g being placed in Prince- 
ton’s niche is regarded as extremely 
doubtful, though, and the future policy 
of Harvard will probably be to play 
various colleges m year to year, 
with the tendency toward a broadening 
policy, rather than concentrating on 
any one college in particular. 


Lampoon Is Attacked. 


Since the publication of The Lampoon 
letters have come to The Harvard 
Crimson and to President Lowell, de- 
ploring the conduct of The Lampoon 
editors. 

James W. D. Seymour, spokesman 
of the college, when questioned as to 
what would be done jn regard te The 
Lampoon, said no action would be 
taken by the university. 

The editors of The Lampoon gave out 
a statement in which they denied that 
The Lampoon had anything .of im- 
portance to do with the real ‘‘break’’ 
between Harvard and Princeton and 
that the severance in relations came 
as a result of something ‘‘far more 
deep”’ than mere bufoonery. - 

An elm tree which formerly stgod in 
front of The Lampoon Building, a 
gift of Josiah L, Wheelwright, a foun- 
der of The Lampoon, was found cut 
down this morning. Whoever wag re- 
sponsible for the act had reached 
through the bars of a cage in which 
the tree had been transplanted two 
years ago and sawed through its 
trunk. 

The Harvard Lampoon wired an 
apology which was printed in yester- 
day’s Princetonian. 

Pointing out that the issue of Satur- 
day was without the support of au- 
thorities or graduates, the telegram 
said it was not intended that the quips 
should carry the weight attached to 


em. 
“At the same time,’’ it added, ‘‘we 
continue to believe, as we stated in 
the editorial, that the feeling last Sat- 
urday between undergraduates of Har- 
vard and Princeton was not that of 
friendly rivalry, and that nothing but 
an open discussion and eradication of 
the cause will heal the breach. 

“Although the situation undeniably 
exists, we regret it and apologize for 
having presented it an in offensive 
manner.”’ 


Dean Welcomes Break. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 11 (£).—Breaking of 
athletic relations between Princeton 
and Harvard is exactly what eastern 
football needed, C. H. Chase, Dean of 
the Gra@uate School at Harvard, said 
here today. 

The break had been expected for a 
long time,’’ he said, ‘‘and efforts were 


made to avert it. However, now that 
it has come, it is bound to be a good 
thing. It will put more life and good 
sportsmanship in football] in the East. 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton have 
been tied together too Jong in football. 
This break will force an enlargement 
of their playing schedules and may 
lead to the formation of a big ten in 
the Hast.”’ 


YALE TO TRY TO OIL WATERS. 


Athletic Officials Refuse to Regard 
Breach as Permanent. ‘

NEW HAVEN, Conn,, Nov. 11.~-Yale 
will attempt to restore peace between 
Princeton and Harvard and will try to 


keep the triple alliance intact. The 
Yale athletic officials refuse to regard 
last night’s announced ‘break between 


the Crimson and the Tiger as perma- 
nent. They insist that the best inter-

and accepted this condition for fear of 
being discharged.”’ 


Win Right te Reorganize. 


The right of ‘10 per cent. reorgani- 
zation annually’’ was granted to the 
“inside’’ manufacturers on condition 
that they give thirty-two weeks pay 


or employment annually, but the ‘em- 
ployes in these shops already average 
thirty-seven weeks of work a year. 
Smaller manufacturers, employing 
thirty-five workers or less, may also) 
have the right to discharge 10 per 
cent. of the personnel if they grant 
32 weeks work or pay a year and do 
all their work on their own premises. 
The union sought to obtain the thirty- 
six weeks minimum guarantee a year, 
as against the average of twenty-six 
weeks work in sub-manufacturers’ 
shops. No mention of a guarantee of 
thirty-six weeks appears in the new 
agreement. 

Immediate granting of the forty-hour 
week, another important demand of 
the union, was put off for two years. 
The new contract is to be for three 
years, with the forty-two hours for 
two years and the forty-hour week the 
third year. As the cloak industry is 
seasohal, this concession is said to be 
largely academic, for wnen the season 
is at its height the operatives are glad 
to work longer than the present forty- 
four hours. 

Another outstanding demand of the 
union was a limitation of the number 
of contractors allocated to each em- 
ployer. This was aimed principally 
at the jobber, who has hitherto stub- 
bornly resisted responsibility for the 
sub-manufacturers used by him. Under 
the new agreement those ‘inside’ 
manufacturers who use sub-manufac- 
turers agree to “limitation of contrac- 
tors in principle’’ with the promise 
that they will do whatever the jobbers 
agree to do on this question. 


Increase in Minimum Wages. 


The union won an increase in mini- 
mum wage scales. The report of the 


Governor’s Advisory Commission gave 
the cloakmakers increases of $2.50 to 
$6 a week in minimum scales and the 


‘tinside’’ manufacturers have accorded 


a rise of between $4 and $9 a week. A 
large part of the industry already is 
paid above the new minimum guar- 
antees. 

The strike was precipitated on July 
1 when the Left wing union leaders 
led by Louis Hyman, Chairman of the 
Strike Committee, brought about a re- 
jection of the report made by the Gov- 
ernor’s Advisory Commission which m- 
vestigated the industry for two years. 
The report provided for limitation of 
contractors, a union demand which 
does not appear in the new agreement, 
increase in minimum scales and the 
right to reorganize 10 per cent. of 
the shops. The Right wing leaders, 
Jed by President Morris Sigman of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 





Workers’ Union counseled acceptance 
of the report as a basis for negotiation. 
The “inside’’ manufacturers accepted 
the report and so did the sub-manufac- 
turers. The jobbers rejected the rec- 
ommendations. As the strike contin- 
ued it became apparent to the employ- 
ers that it was a test of Left wing 
leadership as this was the first time 
the Communists in the union and 
their sympathizers had seized the reins 
of power. The employers took strate- 
gic advantage of the situation, insist- 
ing on arbitration, as proposed by Gov- 
ernor Smith, but the union refused. 


$2,000,000 Strike Fund Gone. 
Despite several attempts to settle the 
dispute by mediation no progress was 


made because the manufacturers also 
demanded the right of reorganization. 
The treasury of the union, which con- 
tained a $2,000,000 strike fund, was 
drained by the strike and appeals were 
made to other needle trade unions and 
the American Federation of Labor for 
support. 

There were frequent clashes between 
the police and strikers as a result of 
mass picketing. These led to whole- 
sale arrests, sometimes as many as 
300 or 400 a day and finally the manu- 
facturers obtained a drastic injunction 
preventing the union from picketing. 
The injunction was defied and the ar- 
rests continued... The’ American Civil 
Liberties Union became interested and 
a test case was instituted to carry the 
question of the right to picket to the 
Supreme Court. \ 

The strike was ended largely by the 
mediatory efforts of Dr. Henry Mos- 
kowitz and A. E. Rothstein, a textile 
dealer. Both were present at the meet- 
ing in Mr. Ingersoll’s office last night. 
The union was represented by Mr. Hy- 
man, Mr. Sigman, Charles S. Zimmer- 
man, Salvatore Ninfo, David Dubin- 
sky, Joseph  Boruchovich, Isidore 
Steinzor, Isidore Nagler, Isidore Go- 
retzky, Louis Pincowsky and Joseph 
Fish. The manufacturers were repre- 
sented by Henry H. Finder, President 
of the Industrial Council; George Jab- 
low, Max Meyer, William Fischman, 
Louis Lustig, D. Grossman, Samuel 
Klein, Morris Spreyregen and William 
Klein, counsel. 


TEXTILE MILL YIELDS. 


Passaic Worsted Spinning Company 
Reaches Agreement With Strikers.

PASSAIC, N. J., Nov. 11.—The first 
break in the line-up of manufacturers 
involved in the textile strike in this 


area came this afternoon 
Passaic WorstedSpinning Company set- 
tled the strike with its employes and 
recognied their right to organize. This 
is the first time in the history of Pas- 
saic that one of the larger industrial 
concerns has formally recognized the 
American Federation of Labor and has 
conceded to its workers the right to 
collective bargaining. 

For several months the contentions 
of the strikers of all the mills have 
been centred on union recognition and 
the right of collective bargaining. It 
was recognized long ago, even before 
Albert Weisbord left and the American 
Federation took over the strike, that

United Textile Workers, with @ sepa- 
rate charter, will now. be organized 
within the Passaic Worsted Spinning 
Company. Its membership will prob- 
ably be 1,604. 


Workers Ratify Agreement. 
The terms of settlement, agreed to 
yesterday afternoon by W. W. Gaunt, 
President of the company, and Vice 


President James Starr of the United 
Textile Workers of America, were ac- 
cepted and ratified by the striking 
workers of the Passaic Worsted Com- 
pany at a mass meeting this afternoon 
in Dudas Hall. 

Under the agreement, full recognition 
is granted to the union and the right 
of collective bargaining ‘is assured. 
There is to be no discrimination in 
taking on help from now on. The com- 
pany, on the other hand, is assured 
that a closed shop will not be de- 
manded and that.in the event of future 
trouble -the: workers will remain at 
work pending arbitration by represen- 
tatives of the mill and the union, sup- 
plemented by a third party acceptable 
to both. 

The strike was virtually settled last 
Monday afternoon when Norman 
Midgley, general manager of the Pas- 
saic Worsted Spinning Company, went 
to City Hall and discussed matters 
with the Committee of Five, consisting 
of former Judge W. Carrington Cabell, 
Monsignor Thomas J. Kernan, the Rev.. 
George H. Talbott, Mayor John H. Mc- 
Guire and the Rev. Michael Sotak. 
Thomas F. McMahon, President, and 
James Starr, Vice President of the 
United Textile Workers, and represen- 
tatives of the local press, were also 
there. Prior to that, Vice President 
Starr had talked with Messrs. Gaunt 
and Midgley. 

The workers will return on Monday, 
it was announced. The mill will ar- 
range to take in several hundred at 
a time, beginning with the wool sor- 
ters. It is expected that 700 will find 
employment in this plant.

300 UTILITY EMPLOYES 
QUIT IN WESTCHESTER 


Power House Not Affected by the 
Strike Said to Be Caused by 
Dismissal of Some Workers. 











Three hundred workmen in the ser- 
vice departments of the Westchester 
Lighting Company, the Northern West- 
chester Lighting Company and the 


Yonkers Light and Power Company, 
representing about half the employes 
of those companies, which supply cur- 
rent to practically the entire county, 
went on strike yesterday. 

All of the strikers were engaged in 
outside work. The power houses were 
not affécted and service is being main- 
tained without interruption. Since half 
the employes in the service depart- 
ments of the three companies remained 
at work no difficulty has been ex- 
perienced thus far in meeting emer- 
gency repair demands. 

The strike is said to have been 
brought about through the dismissal 
of several employes who attempted to 
organize a union, after the companies 
had announced that emergency em- 
ployes hired for the Summer months 
would soon be laid off. The workers 
affected by this order, it is said, de- 
cided to organize and by taking in all 
company employes compel the com- 
pany to reconsider its decision to lay 
off the emergency men. 

At the plants of the Westchester 
Lighting Company in Port Chester and 
Mount Vernon about eighty linemen 
and outside workers went on strike. 
W. G. Peterson, manager of the Mount 
Vernon plant, said he could give no 
reason for the walkout. ‘‘No one,’’ 
he said, “thas been dismissed for try- 
ing to organize the men.“ Police have 
been placed on guard around the 
Mount Vernon plant which serves as 
the central distributing plant for the 
company and from which most of the 
main feeder lines are supplied.

Mr. Gombers said that employers re- 
peatedly had sent: candidates to the 
unions and expressed willingness to 
hire them if accepted, and that the 
proportion of these accepted was ex- 
tremely small. ‘“‘Two of twenty-seven 
presented in the last five months were 
accepted,”’ he said. ‘‘They are com- 
petent or the contractors would not 
offer to hire them. Still, men are ac- 
cepted into the ranks through in- 
fluence, when their experience is lim- 
ited to driving a bakery wagon.” 


Discusses Compensation Law. 


John L. Train of Utica, General 


Manager of the Utica Mutual Insur- 
ance Company and for nine years in 
the State Insurance Department, tes- 


tified that stock insurance companies 
in the State in the last three years lost 
$14,000,000 in handling workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance. Mutual companies 
and the State Fund, under which this 
insurance also is handled; have made 
slight profits, he said. The cost to 
stock companies of brokers’ commis- 
sions and of taxes explained the dif- 
ference. Mr. Train discussed . work- 
men’s compensation in all its phases, 


in’ four hours of testimony, for possi- 
ble suggestions of changes in the law 
by .the commission when it reports to 
the Legislature. 


Mr. Train termed the New York law 


‘the most liberal of its kind in any 


State or nation. Discus.ing possible 
changes in the law, he suggested that 
one specialist appear when a ref- 
eree is deciding the extent of injuries, 
rather than doctors representing both 
the employe and the insurance com- 
pany. He opposed the suggestion fa- 
vored by Goyernor Smith, that appeal 
from a referee be made either to the 
State Industrial Board or to the Su- 
preme Court, but not to both. :

Two of 
the victims, one a woman, were burned 
to death when the demand of their at- 
tackers that they leave their cabin 
went unheeded. Riddling the burning 
wooden building with bullets, the at- 
tackers emptied their pistols and fled. 


Surrounding the house under cover | 


of darkness, the attackers shot their 
first victim, Scott Evans, 50, -negro 
ranch foreman, when he responded to 
a call at the door. Wounded, he tried 
to run. One of the gangsters crushed 
his head with a heavy instrument. 

Robert Brown, who occupied the 
cabin with his wife and Evans, failed 
to heed demands that they leave 
their home to face probable death at 
the point of guns. Both he and his 
wife died in the flaming cabin, which 
was set afire from end to end. 

No clue to their identity was left by. 
the attackers, but authorities tonight 
expressed the belief that the killings 
were meant as revenge for the slaying 
of Wallace Crowder, a white man, 
near here recently.

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THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
War Memorial dedicated at Kansas 
City yesterday by President Coo.mpcE 
is one which New York might well 
envy for its splendor of conception and 
impressive beauty. Mr. Coo.ipce paid 
due tribute to the fine spirit and gen- 
erous effort of the city which built 
this great monument. In what he had 
to say about the war, the desire to 
commemorate the soldiers who fought 
in it, and to care for the disabled vet- 
erans, as well as for women and chil- 
dren left dependent through death in 
he service of the country, he followed 
the beaten track. With more interest 
will be read those portions of his 
Speech which have to do with present 
and future policies of this Govern- 
ment. While reasserting that this 
nation is “‘ thoroughly committed” to 
a belief in permanent international 
peace, the President declared that it 
does not intend to neglect “ adequate 
national defense.” 

However, anything like competition 
in armaments President CooLmpGcE 
would avoid. He points to the treaties 
by which this Government has agreed 
to cut down our naval forces and pro- 
fesses readiness to make further “ rea- 
sonable sacrifices” in order to promote 
the cause of general disarmament. 
Like President Harpinc before him, 
Mr. Coo.ipcz contends that at any 
time of future national peril like that 
of 1917 the Government should be 
authorized to “ call into its service all of 
“its man-power and al] of its property 
*‘under such terms and conditions that 
“it may completely avoid making a 
“sacrifice of one and a profiteer of 
“another.” That some Americans did 
profit immensely from the war, Mr. 
CooLtipes admits. But he justly ob- 
serves that to the nation as a whole 
it meant “ great losses,’’ which are still 
weighing upon us in our huge national 
debt and high taxation. 

Speaking of the debts still owed by 
Europe to the United States as a result 
of the war alone, the President refers 
to reports that “we are not liked in 
Europe.” He thinks that there is a 
good deal of exaggeration about this, 
but adds: 

We are e creditor nation. Weare 
more prosperous than some others. 
This means that our interests have 
come within the European circle 
where distrust and suspicion, if noth- 
ing more, have been altogether too 
common. To turn such attention to 
us indicates at least that we are not 
ignored. 

If this sounds like the old boast of the 
British that it is better to be disliked 
than despised, the President offsets it, 
to a certain extent, by praising “‘ mod- 
eration” in dealing with the inter- 
national obligations to us of other 
countries. 

Mr. Coo.ipcs exalts the ideal of jus- 
tice between nation and nation, and 
instances the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice as an institution 
entirely consonant with American prin- 
ciples. Nevertheless, it is clear that 
he is not ready to make a fight for our 
adhering to this World Court. He 
states, almost sorrowfully, that the re- 
plies of other nations to the conditions 
laid down by our Senate are not satis- 
factory. He explicitly says: “I do not 
“intend to ask the Senate to modify 
“its position.” Unless, therefore, the 
otner nations accept entire and as they 





stand the Senate. ‘entrvailoas: the 
President confesses that he sees “no 
“prospect of this country adhering to 
“the Court.” This, it must be con- 
fessed, is rather a dying fall to what 
started out as a jubilant address. 
— — ——— 


THE BURNT DEMOCRATIC CHILD. 
If it be true that the majority of the 
Senate Democrats have determined to 
play their own hand and not that of 
the little Lafollettian. squad, their 
party is to be congratulated on a re- 
turn to political common sense. Let 
us hope, but not believe without evi- 
dence, that this conversion will be 
permanent. The Democrats should 
have learned in 1924 how expensive 
in votes it is to be the victim of the 
la Follette confidence game. Such 
would be their fate again if they 
allowed themselves to be duped again. 
The country is sick of third parties. 
It. expects of the Democratic Party 
an intelligent policy of opposition. 
Complicity in a program of mere ob- 
struction, with no higher purpose 
than to satisfy the passion of the 
Lafollettian rump for mischief and 
yawp unlimited, .would be to repeat 
inexcusably a folly once deservedly 
punished. . 

Let the Republicans organize the 
Senate of the Seventieth Congress if 
they can. It is a great piece of good 
fortune for the Democrats that the 
House is Republican. It is also lucky 
that in the Senate, too, they may 
avoid all other responsibility than be- 
longs to criticism. This should be as 
temperate and constructive as is pos- 
sible under the chronic American sys- 
tem of premature or continuous Presi- 
dential campaigns. Keep Republican 
policy in the Senate, as far as it can 
be kept, in regular Republican hands. 
‘The Lafollettians are just as much the 
enemies of the Democrats as of the 
Republican Party. Hostility and not 
alliance is the obvious Democratic 
course toward them, however much 
their antics may be immediately di- 
rected against their party. 

To block supply bills in order to 
“force” Mr. CooLince to call an ex- 
traordinary session of the Seventieth 
Congress is a proposal that could orig- 
inate only in light heads and be sup- 
ported only by light heads. If the 
Democrats have reason to be encour- 
aged by the results of the election, 
there is all the more cause to walk 
warily and show by their judgment, 
their prudence, and their abstention 
from mere factious bedevilment, that 
their party is worthy of power. If it 
is to return to power, that return may 
largely be dependent upon the conduct 
of the Democrats in this and the next 
Congress. They can’t afford to be 
tarred with the Lafollettian stick. 


THE FRENCH PARLIAMENT MEETS 

World-wide interest converges on 
today’s reassembling of the French 
Chamber. The week preceding its ad- 
journment was marked by swift en- 
actment of the Ministry’s proposals 
for reform of the public finances and 
the currency. Following a long series 
of legislative deadlocks and makeshift 
Governments, the Poincaré “ Ministry 
of all the talents” carried into law its 
full program preliminary to gold re- 
sumption. Bills for safeguarding the 
floating debt, for equipping the Bank 
of France to build up its gold reserve, 
and for a 30 per cent. increase in the 
public revenue, were approved by a 
vote of 365 to 181 in the Chamber and 
of 250 to 13 in the Senate. The ex- 
treme measure of a constitutional 
amendment to guarantee the sinking 
fund was enacted at Versailles, in a 
joint session of Senate and Chamber, 
by 671 to 144. 

For this sweeping legislative victory 
the cause assigned by every one was 
the urgent crisis in the currency. The 
franc had fallen from nearly 4 cents 
in January to less than 2 cents in 
July; even the previously hopeful 
Paris bankers had begun to predict 
that “the franc would follow the 
mark.” Under such circumstances, 
serious opposition to the only available 
plan of rescue disappeared. But the 
August session did not vote upon the 
whole of the “stabilization program.” 
Porncars deemed it then inexpedient 
to ask for ratification of the American 
debt agreement. He submitted no pro- 
posal for actual stabilization or re- 
sumption of gold payments. This left 
the question open whether he would 
or would not, find Parliament equally 
submissive in November. 

The prediction generally made at 
Paris was that the Ministry would 
have to show tangible results of its 
August legislation in order to hold 
control. That it has been able to do. 
A surplus public revenue has been 
produced; since July the Treasury has 
paid off 9 per cent. of its borrowings 
from the Bank of France; the latter 
has been accumulating gold bought 
from the hoards of citizens. The franc, 
after long hesitation around the price 
of 2% cents, has in the last month 
risen nearly to 31%, the highest valua- 
tion since May. With the unmistak- 
able signs of returning public confi- 
dence, French capital which went to 
London and New York is now freely 
moving homeward.: POINCARE can at 
least declare to the Chamber that he 
has accomplished what he promised 
three months ago. But that very fact 
has lately caused discussion of the 
query whether the legislative majori- 
ties, won in August because of grave 
and imminent peril to the currency, 
may not dissolve in the present feeling 
of restored economic safety, and, if 
so, what would’ become of the debt 








question, the final “ stabilization plan” 


and perhaps of the. Poincaré Ministry 


itself. 

Prediction. of: French <getitioal de- 
velopments is -proverbially hazardous. 
It is “undeniable that some of the in- 
fluences. which consolidated the Min- 
istry’s majorities last Summer may be 
lacking now, and that widespread hos- 
tility exists to the Berenger debt agree- 
ment. Yet it would be rash to assume 
that these considerations are ‘of suf- 
ficient weight. to make France look 
back with its hand already on the 
plow. Belgium’s example must mean 
much, even to the Paris legislators, 
both because of mortification at being 
outstripped in the financial race by a 
neighbor State and because of the 
tangible advantages which Belgium 
has obtained. Beyond even this, the 
unmistakable and world-wide trend in 
the direction of return to stable cur- 
rencies can hardly have failed to.affect 
the French people. We shall soon 
know just what the actual position Is. 


GENTLEMEN AND SCHOLARS 
AND FOOTBALL. — 
It would be easy to make fun of the 
high solemnity with which Princeton 


and Harvard break off athletic rela- 


tions. Plenipotentiaries and Presidents 
entering upon a great war could not 
be impressed with a deeper sense of 
their own dignity. But we believe that 
the outside public, and the great mass 
of graduates of both colleges, will look 
upon the rupture with disapproval and 
even with disgust. It is not a ques- 
tion of alleged unfair tactics or. foul 
play on the football field. The boorish 
insults of.the Harvard Lampoon—for 
which it has just apologized—are not 
referred to in the Princeton ultimatum, 
What is dwelt upon is the spirit of ill- 
will, suspicion’ and animosity which 
now pervades “the undergraduate 
bodies of the two: universities.” They 
have worked themselves up into a 
state of mind where they can no longer 
meet in friendly athletic rivalry. 

This statement of the case is alone 
a sufficient condemnation of the whole 
petty squabble, If intercollegiate foot- 
ball, with all its expense and glamour, 
its magnificent ‘stadiums and general 
glorification, has reached the point 
where it inflames gentlemen and 
scholars with rancor and bitterness, 
something is wrong, either with them 
or with it. It is good to see that neu- 
tral observers of the quarrel, as at 
Yale, think that the situation is ridicu- 
lous and should be ended as soon as 
possible by mediation or by a quiet 
and conciliatory meeting of the parties 
directly interested. If the apologies 
already made are not ample, though 
they seem to be, more will doubtless 
be forthcoming. Certainly a wearied 
public will follow any undue prolonga- 
tion of the wretched controversy with 
impatience. It will recall the lines:

AN ELEVATED WEST SIDE 
ROADWAY. 

An important step was made toward 
realization of the plan to relieve north- 
and-south traffic congestion in New 
York by an elevated roadway from 
the Holland tunnel terminus at Canal 
Street to Seventy-second Street and 
Riverside Drive when the Sinking 
Fund Commission on Wednesday vot- 
ed to vest title in North River water- 
front property between Forty-seventh 
and Fifty-first Streets in the city.

At a meeting of the Board of Estimate 
he read a letter of endorsement from 
JuLtius A. Grecory, Chairman of the 
Port Authority. Controller BErry 
withheld his vote until he was con- 
vinced that the cost of construction 
could be met by assessments upon 
Manhattan taxpayers who would ben- 
efit by the improvement, There is 
no reason to doubt that by advancing 
the value of property not only along 
the route but in neighboring side 
streets it will quickly pay ‘for itself. 
The estimated cost is $13,500,000. 
Comparison should be made with such 
an improvement as the four-track 
road planned in New Jersey to connect 
the Lincoln Highway at Elizabeth with 
the western entrance to the Holland 
vehicular tunnel under the Hudson. 
The length of that great highway 
will be thirteen miles; the cost, it is 
calculated, $30,000,000. Estimates are 
generally exceeded in great public im- 
provements, but even if difficulties in 
construction are. minimized in -the

THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT 
IN BUSINESS. / 

The decision of the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the Adjutant General in 
Washington that the Board of Control 
in the Philippines is extra-constitu- 
tional and that its functions may 
henceforth be exercised only by the 
Governor General should hasten the 
process of getting the Government of 
the islands out of business. The 
_Board of Control, consisting of the 
Governor General, the President of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House, was created during the last 
years of the Harrison Administration 
in order to supervise the various 
business enterprises upon which the 
Philippine Government had embarked. 
These included the Philippine Nationa] 
Bank, the Manila Railway Company, 
the National Coal Company and the 
Cebu Portland Cement Company. It 
also acquired power of interference 
in the affairs of the big sugar’ com- 
panies and other private enterprises, 
to which the bank made large and 
inadequately secured loans and which 
ultimately came under the control of 
the bank when the business boom 
collapsed. 

Owing to the political system in the 
Philippines, and to the close inter- 
relation of governmental business en- 
terprises with local politicians, it was 
inevitable that the Board of Control 
should have become deeply involved 
in politics. As the membership con- 
sisted of two Filipinos and one Amer- 
ican, the Filipinos could and did 
consistently outvote. the Governor 
General,. whose avowed policy was 
to “get the Government out of busi- 
ness.” Inasmuch as the two Filipino 
members of the board were the two 
bitterest personal opponents of the 
Governor General, this plan was not 
a happy one for making the Govern- 
ment more efficient. 

This legal decision in no way de- 
prives the Philippine Legislature of 
its right to deal with business matters. 
It does deprive the two principal 
political leaders of some of their extra- 
constitutional powers. For this reason 
it is certain to cause the two gentle- 
men thus shorn to raise their voices 
in bitter denunciation. It has been 
the consistent policy of the Philippine 
leaders to seize every vestige of power 
they could get and to relinquish 
nothing.

Mayor WALKER will

the problem of eliminating grade cross- 
ings on the Long Island Railroad in 
Brooklyn and the neighborhood. The 
matter has remained undecided too 
long. Of the two proposals—to elevate 
or to depress the rail bed—neither has 
proved acceptable to all concerned. It 
has been estimated that the former 
would cost $12,000,000 and the latter 
$50,000,000. Naturally, the railroad, 
which has to pay the major share, 
does not relish the $50,000,000 plan. 

A full report has been called for by 
the Board of Estimate. This is as it 
should be. But the matter cannot be 
allowed to rest there. The impetus 
to definite action will have to come 


from the outside. Public opinion will 
not tolerate further delays chargeable 
to apathy. Whichever plan is accepted 
will require several years to be put 
into effect. This means that no relief. 
is in sight until 1929 or 1930. 

The responsibility for grade crossings 
does not lie altogether with the rail- 
road companies, It may be necessary 
to give them. even greater aid than 
they receive at present. But the im- 
portant thing is to break the present 
deadlock and to push actively the 
work of removal. It is a task which 
requires both energy and courage.

The modern 
tale of bricks has occasionally gone 
down in gossip to 200 a day, as against 
several thousand of bricks ‘‘formerly’’ 
laid by the honest mason. More mod- 
erate are the estimates from building 
employers,.,.contrasting the former 
daily average of 1,700 bricks with only 
700 under present conditions. This 
assertion before the State Industrial 
Survey Commission has just been 
countered from the workers’ side with 
a claim of 1,400 to 1,600 bricks on 
straight work. What the other side 
has failed to mention, so it is alleged, 
is that the smaller number of bricks 
is accounted for by special conditions 
in the.way of architectural design and 
ornamental work. 
Yet it ought not to be beyond the re- 


sources of an age which has brought 
research and the questionnaire to such 
perfection to obtain a fair, 
sentative and definite count of how 
many bricks the New York bricklayer 
puts into place in a modern working 
day. If the task is too formidable for 
Research, how is it to be trusted on 
such more complicated matters as the 
atom, taxes, birth rates, prices and 
prohibition?

SUPPORT FOR POLICEMEN. 


Demand for Quick Pu Punishment for 
Criminals Who Resist Arrest. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recently a gunman received a sev- 

enty-year term in the Court of Gleeons 
Sessions for killing a police officer, 
and in reading about the case I no- 
ticed that one of the attorneys for the 
defendant made the remark in court: 
“I don’t hold to the view in certain 
quarters that the killing of a police- 
man is a greater crime than the killing 
of a tinker or a tailor.”’ 
It is just this attitude on the part of 
some members of the bar and public 
officials that impairs the safety of the 
men and women of this city. Any fair- 
minded person would realize that when 
a policeman is summoned in an en- 
deavor to stop the commission of a 
crime he is not at that time merely a 
policeman. He represents law and 
order, and when he is shot down it 
means that in his person law and order 
are destroyed. 

Apart from that, a policeman is a 
human being, oftentimes with a wife 
and family depending on him, clothed 
with authority to prevent crime. When 
he is called on in the performance of 





his duty to assume great danger he 


should be protected in every possible 
manner. 

The brazen, desperate and defiant 
professional criminals who commit the 
major crimes today are greatly em- 
boldened in their attacks on policemen 
unless there be some way by which 
they are made to realize that once a 
policeman arrives on the scene it is far 
betterto submit to arrest than to shoot 
their way out. 

It is about time to understand that it 
is an absolute disgrace ‘to civilization 
that men cannot go about their busi- 
ness affairs without the fear that: at 
any moment an armed bandit may hold 
them up in their business places or on 
the street to rob and kill, 

Senator Baumes at a recent meeting 
of the Association of Grand Jurors 
rightfully said that there should be a 
call to arms to citizens in all walks of 
life, who should crusade against the 
growing menace, the gunman and pro- 
fessional criminal; that the new gun- 
man represents a new type in the his- 
tory of criminals, for he does not hesi- 
tate for a moment to kill any person 
that interferes with the commission of 
a crime. 

Therefore all men, lawyers, — 
district attorneys, grand jurors, petit 
jurors and all public officials should 
realize that we have a new situation 
to face and that the policemen are the 
outposts of civilized cities in the battle 
against crime and that they should be 
protected in every possible manner by 
every one concerned in the operation of 
the criminal law. 

Unless all men come to the defense 
of a policeman assaulted in the course 
of his duty, just so long will we put off 
the day when we can live our lives in 
the safety that a civilized, law-abiding 
community should enjoy. 

Let the slogan be *‘Do not assault a 
police officer, for if you do you will get 
a quick trial, an adequate sentence and 
no mercy.”

Secretary Redfield Mad W orked tar 
the Elimination of Waste. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In. bestowing . well-merited praise 
upon Mr. Hoover for the work of the 
Department of Commerce toward the 


elimination of waste, Tum Tnxs in its 


editorial of Nov. 9 has phrased one 
sentence so ambiguously as to give a 
mistaken impression of the beginnings 
of this work. After calling attention to 
the fact that Mr. Hoover is “‘at home” 
when he talks about waste elimination, 
THE TIMEs states: ‘“‘He did not inherit 
that problem from his predecessor 
when he became Secretary of Com- 
merce. He brought it with him. The 
War Industries Board had pioneered in 
practical waste elimination. * * *” 
But although no one could wish to 
deny that Mr. Hoover is thoroughly at 
home with this -subject that he has 
handled so well, the implication is in- 
correct that the problem of the elimi- 
nation of waste had not been effec- 
tively attacked by the Department of 
Commerce under Mr. Hoover’s prede- 
cessor. 

When at the end of the war the War 
Industries Board relaxed its attention 
to the industries of the country, the 
work of ‘saving waste which it had 
begun was at once taken up by the 
Department of Commerce: Secretary 
Redfield’s request for a special allot- 
ment of money for this work from the 
fund for the national security and de- 
fense was approved by President Wil- 
son on Dec. 3, 1918, and on Jan. 1, 1919, 
the Industrial Cooperation Service of 
the Department of Commerce was 
formed to. take over certain peacetime 
functions of the War Industries Board. 
The report of the Secretary of Com- 
merce for the year 1919 states: 

“Generally speaking, the service 
established a focal point in the Gov- 
ernment for the discussion of business 
and industrial problems. As the work 
progressed the problems fell within 
well-defined classes: those concerned 
with the standardization of products, 
those concerned with the search for 
outlets for waste products and the 
commercial development of new prod- 
ucts, ahd those concerned with plans 
for minimizing business abuses.” 

The service thus set in action by 
Secretary Redfield cooperated success- 
fully with industries and with other 
Government departments toward the 
practical and positive elimination of 
waste. In one item alone—the develop- 
ment of a use for the dry husk of the 
cotton seed—it produced values equal to 
the maintenance of the service for ten 
years. But when Congress was asked 
to appropriate $56,000 for the continu- 
ance of the service the appropriation 
was refused. The service, therefore, 
came to an end on June 30, 1919. 

At the same time the Department of 
Commerce organized, and carried on 
until its appropriations were refused, 
the Waste Reclamation Service and 
the special work for the introduction 
of cheaper fish foods for the Fisheries 
Service. The principal work which 
parallels Secretary Hoover’s was that 
of the Industrial Cooperative Service, 
but all three activities cited were ef- 
fective toward the elimination of 
waste. | 

The work of the Department of Com- 
merce ought to be, and no doubt to a 
great extent is, looked at from a non- 
partisan point of view. But at a time 
when under a Republican Administra- 
tion that has prosperity and economy 
as its watchwords a Republican Secre- 
tary of Commerce is doing such ad- 
mirable work for the minimizing of 
waste, it should certainly not be for- 
gotten that on the heels of the free 
national expenditure inseparable from 
the conduct of war a Democratic Cec- 
retary of Commerce, with the approval 
of a Democratic President, established 
this work and carried it on successfully 
until a Republican Congress stopped 
the funds).

Opposing Counsel ‘Disagree Widely 
on Powers of Education Boards 
Granted by Legislature. _

ALBANY, Nov. 11.—Constitutionality 
of the legislative act authorizing the 
religious instruction of pupils of the 
public schools-one hour a' week during 
school hours, outside of school build- 
ings, was argued before the Appellate 
Division, Third Department, of the 
Supreme Court, today in the test case 
instituted by Joseph Lewis, President 
of the Free Thinkers’ Society, against 
Dr. Frank P. Graves, Commissioner of 
Education. 

The appeal was from an order of Jus 
tice Ellis J. Staley denying the appli« 
cation for a writ of mandamus made 
at the Albany special term last Winter. 

The attack on the law was made by 
Arthur Garfield Hays and John C.

*I have been in the business of 
teaching boys for thirty years and I 
have at present lunder my charge 540 
boys collected from nearly every State 
in this God-given Union of ours, and 
I have never known a more truthful, 
clean-living, honorable set of young 
gentlemen; different from the boys of 
‘my youth as the sun is from the 


moon; full of nonsense, full of pas- | 


sion, headstrong, mischief loving, full 
of the ‘Old Harry,’ but five times as 
decent, as truthful and as manly as 
the boys of my youth. Lat me describe 
them to you. 

‘In the first place, their greatest 
“characteristic is that they must prove 
everything by experience. They do not 


begin where we leave off, as we want | 


them to do. They must go through 
-every experience themselves. They 
take nothing for granted. They want 
facts, not camouflage. They can see 
the faults through a ten-inch board. 

“Secondly, the absence of religious 
instruction in their youth. Unfortu- 
nately, the mothers are too busy to 
give the fireside talks that they used 
to: give to the little fellows, and the 
fathers are too busy in business to tell 
them the truth even about the sex 
problem. Now you cannot prove the 
other world and you cannot prove God, 
and the modern generation won't ac- 


cept anything you cannot prove. 

“So, though the fear of God is the 
beginning of wisdom, the modern gen- 
eration are practically without the 
fear of any one whom they cannot see. 
Therefore, the great fear which held 
us is absent and these boys, having 
the spiritual longings that all boys 
have, are restless.

‘‘Now, lastly, the equalization of the 
sexes.

CANADIAN TRIALS EXPLAINED 


Lawyers and Jurists Say Speed of 
Procedure Is Due to Lack_of 
Technicalities. 


Special to The New York Times. 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Nov. 11.—R. L. 
Calder, formerly Crown Attorney for 
the District of Montreal, today gave 
the Crime Commission of the State of 
New York the first concrete suggestion 
it has received.on its Canadian tour 
for the elimination of organized crime 
when he proposed that the automobile 
thief be punished as swiftly and 
severely as was the horse thief be- 
fore the advent of motor vehicles. 

_ “Car thefts,” said Mr. Calder, “‘is. 
the basis of organized crime. In other 
‘days the horse thief was hanged, not 
because of the value of the horses they 
stole, but for the reason that they- 
used the stolen animals as a means of 
fleeing from their crimes, as the car 
thief now uses the stolen automobile. 
Car theft requires an organization of 
both money and brains. It is difficult 
to reach such an organization unless 


you can discover treachery in its ranks 
and by this means strike at the top 
man.’’ . e : ms 

The commission, which concluded its 
three days’ study of crime control and 
criminal justice in Canada with a 

ublic hearing in the Court of the 

ing’s Bench, heard freely expressed 
today the criticism of New York’s anti- 
crime measures and methods, which it 
had openly invited. 


Suggest Change in Jury System. 

The Commissioners were told that 
their system of selecting juries was 
not the best, that a large part of pub- 
lic sympathy. in the United States 
seemed to be for the criminal and that 
New York needed “‘tight-jawed prose- 
cutors ang detectives” who would not 
furnish the sensational section of the 


press with the kind of material they 
waated. Mr. Calder, perhaps the most 
daring as well as one of the most 
helpful Canadian officials who has ad- 
_ Gressed the commission, said also: 
“In selecting your juries in New 
York you seem to think that the read- 
ing of newspapers by a prospective 
uror unfits him for jury duty because 
t means he has.f an opinion. of. 
the case in advance of the testimony. 
Only illiterates do not read, and a man 
should not have to be an illiterate in 
order to be a fit and proper juror. 
You do not seem to select your juries 
very well, and your method of select- 
ing them absolutely precludes the pos- 
sibility of a quick trial. 
“In Canada, public opinion is 
against the criminal. I fear that a 
large part of public opinion in the 
United States is for the criminal be- 
cause he is picturesque. In your 
criminal trials there are apparently 
constant objections by counsel and 
rulings by the Court which necessarily 
delay the procedure.”’ 


Canada’s ‘‘Sense of Affairs.’’ 


“YT do not know why that situation 
has grown up in the States,"’ inter- 
posed Thomas S. Rice of Brooklyn, a 
member of the commission, ‘‘but may 


I ask why it has not grown up in 
Canadian criminal practice as well?’’ 

‘‘Rerhaps,’”’ replied Mr. Calder, ‘“‘it is 
because we have developed a sense of 
affairs.’’ 

“Mv experience and observation,”’ 
volunteered Walter S. Gedney, member 
of the commission from Nyack, “has 
been that in New York State when a 
man is elected District Attorney he 
seems to lose the essential viewpoint 
and his one aim appears to be to make 
a record for himself as a good prose- 
cutor.”’ 

Mr. Calder answered that in Canada 
the Crown Attorneys were fair and 
impartial and were. not governed by 
any such desire. 

The Crime Commission, of which 
State Senator Caleb H. Baumes of 
Newburgh is Chairman and Assembly- 
man Burton D. Esmond, of Ballston 
Spa is Vice Chairman, began its Mon- 
treal public hearing at 10 A. M. The 
Commissioners were welcomed by Paul 
St. Germain, President of the Montreal 
Bar Association. In his reply Senator 
Baumes summed up in a paragraph 
the results of the commission’s find- 
ings in the Dominion, but, as has been 
his regular policy, declined to indicate 
what action the commission might 
take. He said:. 

‘‘We know now that you in Canada 
have laws in many ways superior to 
our own. Your swift methods of get- 
ting Grand Juries and petit juries and 
of catching your criminals before they 
have crossed your borders are impres- 
sive, as is also your system of cutting 
red tape and throwing technicalities 
out of the window in your criminal 
procedure. 


Judge Explains Last Procedure. 


Supreme Court Justice R. A. E: 
Greenshields, Dean of the Faculty of 
Law and -rofessor of Criminal Law in 


McGill University here, was the first 
eaker. He declared his belief that 
per cent. of the persons found guilty 

of crime in Canada, after they had 

exhausted all their rights and reme- 
dies before and after conviction, ac- 
tually were guilty. 

“Our intention all a.ong,’’ said Jus- 
tice Greenshields, “ been to do 
away with legal technicalities, which 
merely create a platform for forensic 
battles to place obstacles in the way of 
justice toward its final end. In 7% 
per cent, of the criminal cases in Que- 
bec, unless something exceptional and 
unforeseen occurs, the final word is 
said and the guilt or innocence of the 
accused established within four or five 
months after his arrest. 

“T have read with surprise reports 
that a man named Scott, in the States, 
is still alive. He must have been 
hanged several times. If a man is 
brought to the eve of execution under 
the English law, he will mever be 
hanged. That is on the theory that 
he has been hanged already.”’ 

Justice Greenshields. deplored the 
existence of a ‘“‘seeming sloppy senti- 
mentality for the bloodthirsty dit” 
and declared that flowers intended for 
him should be sent to the grave of 
his victim. 

“When I sentence a man to hang, 
Justice Greenshields continued, “he 
will shed the tears if there are any,

Assemblyman Simon L. Adler of 
Monroe, who for more than ten years 
has been floor leader. Mr. Jenks has 
encountered active opposition from 
Speaker Joseph A. McGinnies, who is 
credited with having said Mr. Jenks 
could become majority leader of \the 
Assembly ‘‘only over his dead body.” 
Mr. McGinnies is said to be com- 
mitted to Assemblyman Russell G. 
Dunmore of Oneida County for that 
position. Mr. Dunmore, who won re- 
election, is also said to be the choice of 
the Republican State organization, 
even though objection to him has been 
advanced from others besides the sup- 
porters of Mr. Jenks, who are believed 
to be few. Mr. Dunmore called upon 
State Chairman George K. Morris at 
headquarters in East Forty-first 
Street yesterday for a conference. Mr. 
Dunmore has served five consecutive 
terms in the Assembly. Mr. Jenks has 
an even longer record of unbroken 
service, which goes back to 1917. 


_ Object to Dry Stand. 


The objection to Mr. Jenks by. the 
leaders is. the extreme stand he has 
taken in favor of dry legislation and 
the readiness with. which he has lent 
his services to the Anti-Saloon League. 
At the legislative session this ear, 
Speaker McGinnies and other Republi- 
can leaders in the Legislature were 
anxious to block the introduction of a 
State prohibition enforcement bill. It 
was understood.that Mr. McGinnies 
had personally appealed to Mr. Jenks 
not to put in the bill which subse- 


quently was introduced under Anti- 
Saloon League auspices and that Mr. 
Jenks had promised, but afterward 
had sponsored this measure, which was 
saved from defeat in the lower house 
only by Speaker McGinnies, who 
adopted the unusual course of casting 
the vote that saved it. 

Talk among Republicans in Broome 
indicates that Mr. Jenks will go to 
Albany next year prepared to play as 
uncompromising a part as ever the 
promotion of Anti-Saloon League 'sgis- 
lation. Despite the overwhelming ma- 
jority in favor of modification of the 
Volstead law. at the recent election, the 
Anti-Saloon League is again preparing 
to have introduced a State enforcement 
bill virtually, the same as the Federal 
statute and is looking to Mr. Jenks 
again to introduce its legislation in the 
lower house and to the Sénator from 
Broome, B. Roger Wales, to sponsor 
it in the Senate. 

In view of the big State vote for mod- 
ification, there is reason to believe that 
dry legislation will have an even 
harder time in the Legislature next 
year than it had at this year’s session. 
- Speaker McGinnies will be re-elected 
to the position he now fills and prob- 
ably will be an even more influential 
figure in the Legislature next year 
than he has — Senator John 
Knight of Wyoming is slated for re- 
election as temporary President of the 
Senate. 


COUNTESS KAROLYI 
DROPS KELLOGG SUIT 


Withdraws Court Action in Wash- 
ington to Force State Depart- 
ment to Admit Her.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Countess 
Catherine Karolyi, wife of Count Mi- 
chael Karolyi of Hungary, who was re- 
fused admission to this country by 
Frank B. Kellogg, Secretary of ‘State, 
formally dismissed her mandamus suit 
against Mr. Kellogg today in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the District of Columbia. 

The object of the suit was to have 
the Court compel Mr. Kellogg to in- 
struct the American Consul Genera! in 


Paris to visé the passport of the Coun- 
tess so that she could again visit this 
country. 

‘Dispatches from Montreal this morn- 
ing quoted Countess Karolyi as saying 
that she would dismiss the suit, and 
the action taken in the court here to- 
day was by her order. 

The Countess‘ was denied a visa by 
the State Department in October, 1925, 
and soon afterward brought action 
against Secretary Kellogg. Mr. Kel- 
logg, through Assistant District Attor- 
ney Leo A. Rover, answered the man- 
damus suit and stated that the Coun- 
tess belonged to the class of aliens not 
admissible and that the law on that 
subject empowered him to use his own 
discretion. 

The dismissal of the mandamus suit, 
ordered by Messrs. Howe, Swayze & 
Bradley, counsel for the Countess, 
leaves two important questions unde- 
cided. They are the right of the Sec- 
retary of State to use his discretion 
in such matters and the right of a 
non-resident alien to maintain a suit 
in an American court.

WELFARE PROGRAM 


Koenig. Advisory Committee 
Plans to End Smith Monopoly 
on Social Legislation. 


WOULD SAFEGUARD. MILK 


Studies Pension, Hospital and Health 
Laws to Suggest Changes— 
Housing Also Taken Up. 


Governor Smith and the Democratic 
legislators will not enjoy their usual 
monopoly on the initiation of so-called 
social welfare measures at next year’s 
session of the Legislature. The Re- 
publicans will have a welfare program 
of their own which in the form of leg- 
islative bills will be placed before that 
body soon after it. convenes on the 
first Wednesday in January. 

The details are being worked out by 
the Republican Welfare Advisory Com- 
mittee, of which Harold Riegelman, a 
lawyer, of 67 Wall Street, is the Chair- 
man. The committee, which was created 
early last Summer at the request of 
Samuel S. Koenig, Chairman of the 
New York County Republican Com- 
mittee, held its initial meeting, pre- 


ceded by a dinner given by the Chair- 
man, at the National Republican Club 
on Wednesday night. 

The committee developed a_ social 
welfare plank which the Committee on 
Resolutions of the last Republican 
State Convention, and subsequently 
the convention itself, accepted without 
change. This plank calls for legisla- 
tion along the following lines :‘ 

1—Modernization of the poor law. 
This topic, after a policy -had been 
determined upon at Wednesday night’s 


‘meeting, was assigned to Homer Folks, 


Chairman of the State Charities Aid 
Association, to develop and report at 
a future meeting of the committee. 

2—Additional safeguards for urban 
milk supplies. Mrs. John T. Pratt, the 
only woman member of the Aldermanic 
Board, was assigned to work out a 
general plan for improvement of the 
milk supply. 

3—Enlargement of the mothers’ pen- 
sion law to provide adequately for or- 
phans. A. A. Berle, a lawyer, will 
study. this subject. 

4—Improved hospitalization with suit- 
able clinical facilities. Homer Folks 
and Miss Elsie Bond, Executive Sec- 
retary of the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation, were put to work jointly on 
this subject. 

6—Public health protection was also 
assigned to Mr, Folks and Miss Bond. 

7—Further provision for inexpensive 
housing. Charles H. Tuttle, lawyer, 
and Stanley M. Isaacs, Trustee of the 
United Neighborhood House, will work 
on this topic.

Rents Cut by Subway Work, Asserts

Owners of old and new apartments 
on Central Park West have had to re- 
duce rents because of the objections 
of tenants to the construction of the 
subway in that neighborhood and own- 
ers of buildings in other prominent lo- 
cations have had to cut rents until the 
yield in some instances is only 2 per 
cent., it was announced yesterday by 
former Judge Alfred J. Talley of the 
law firm of Talley & Lamb, after he 
had filed applications for the reduc- 
tion of assessments on réal estate val- 


ued at more than $20,000,000. 

The applications for the reduction 
were made to the Commissioner of 
Taxes .and Assessments, and were in 
behalf of owners of property on Broad- 
way, Fifth Avenue, Lexington Avenue, 
Madison Avenue, Central Park West, 
Yorkville and the Bronx. 

One of the applications was for the 
reduction of the assessment on the 
Yankee Stadium, which was assessed 
this year at $2,250,000, an increase of 
$275,000. Another was the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace, assessed at $4,850,000, an 
increase of $300,000. A third was 266 
Madison Avenue, assessed at $2,675,-. 
000, an increase of $85,000, while others 
were the Jacob 5 Brewery, as- 
sessed at $2,063,000; 313 Fourth Ave- 
nue, $1,725,000; 424 Fourth Avenue, 
$1,050,000; 2,200 Broadway, $2,050,000, 
and 1,170 Broadway, $1,300,000. | 

“It is apparent; that owners of real 
estate, especially in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, do not intend to accept 
without protest the general increases 
in assessments on New York real es- 
tate,” said Mr. Talley. ‘‘Owners of 
property on Madison and Fifth Ave- 
nues, where taxes have been steadily 
mounting year after year, are espe- 
cially anxious for an opportunity this 
year to show the Tax Commissioners 
that the valuations placed upon their 
properties are not justified. 

‘The owners on Central Park West 
fee] that their cases are exceptional, in 
that the building of the subway has 
wrked great havoc to their buildings 
by reason of the fact that their tenants 
have refused to pay any rent for their 
apartments because of the obstruction 
on the sidewalks and the disorder cre- 
ated about the buildings:

Wife Lays Tale That He Tried 
to Kil) Her to Hysteria 
Due to Accident. 


RELATIVE BACKS HER UP

Says Mrs. Luppino Is Not Insured—

George lLuppino, former . United 
States sailor, of 373 Hoyt Street, Brook- 
lyn, who while on his way with his 
wife to the opera on Wednesday night 
drove his automobile off the bulkhead 
at the foot of Broad Street, died early 
yesterday morning in Bellevue Hospi- 
tal. His wife Helen, who got out of 
the car before it toppled. into the water, 
recanted after her husband’s death 
statements she made to the police in 
voicing her suspicion that her husband 
had deliberately planned the accident 
so that he might collect insurance on 
her life. : . 

“I was very hysterical and excited 
last night and am not responsible for 
what I said then,” she said. 

The denial was supplemented by B. 
F. Bonifacio, of 95 Liberty Street, 
Brooklyn, a relative of Mrs. Luppino. 
He is in the insurance business and 
he said that while he had written poli- 
cies amounting to $25,000 on the life 
of Luppino, there was nd risk carried 
upon Mrs. Luppino. She had been un- 


-able-to pass a physical examination; 


he said. 

The statement by Mrs. Luppino was 
made public by Charles Winkelman of 
the law firm of Levy & Becker, 27 
William Street, by whom Luppino had 
been employed for a year and a half. 
Following accusation made by Mrs.. 
Luppino, who had to-be treated for 
hysteria after the accident, Luppino 
was charged with assault in the first 
degree. 


Husband Considerate, She Says. 


“The story printed in the news- 
papers about my husband attempting 
to kill me is an absolute falsehood,” 
“He was a very 
good and considerate husband to me, 
always taking good care of me and 
our daughter, aged 6 years. Last night 
we intended going to the opera. I’ 
still have the two opera tickets. On 
our way over he told me he had to 


‘go to the Broad Street Hospital to see 


some one. We had trouble with the 
car, I suppose on account of the cold 
weather, and the motor was contin- 
ually stalling. As we left the hospital. 
we were having more trouble with the 
car and he got out to fix it. I also 
got out and then he got into the car 
and started to drive it again. 

“He seemed to lose control of the 
car completely and it went over the 
dock into the river. This was after 
I had got out of it with him and he 
attempted to fix it. 

“I loved my husband and he loved 
me, We never quarreled about any- 
thing. If the newspapers say I 
claimed he attempted to kill me, it is 
false, for I never said anything like 
it. As a matter of fact he saved his 
sister from drowning about two years 
ago. He saved me from d in 
New Haven about six years ago, be- 
fore our baby was born. I was very 
hysterical and excited last night and 
am not responsible for what I said. 

*“‘With reference to the occurrences 
printed in the newspapers that there 
was a mysterious open gas jet which 
made me ill in New Haven, there is 
no foundation for that at all. As a 
matter of fact we all took sick in 
New Haven about five weeks ago, 
when we went to visit his mother. 
We became sick as a result of eating 
poisoned mushrooms, my husband be- 
coming the most affected. , 

“I want to repeat again that what 
happened last night was a very un- 
fortunate occurrence. I do not charge 
my husband with attempting to do me 
any harm at all. He was a very tem- 
perate man, never Crank, and was a 
good and dutiful husband to me.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 11 (#).—Ray Schalk, 
weteran catcher of the American 
League, tonight was appointed man- 
ager of the Chicago White Sox by 
President Charles A. Comiskey. Schalk 
gucceeds Eddie Collins, who piloted 
the club for two seasons. 

Collins, who came to the White Sox 
from the Philadelphia Athletics eleven 
years ago, where he was a member of 
the famous $100,000 infield, probably 
will receive his unconditional release. 
Waivers already have been asked on 
him. 

“Schalk always gave the game his 
best efforts and has been one of the 
hardest workers on the club, and I 
feel that he is entitled to the chance 
of leading the club which he has 


Served so well,’’ President Comiskey 
gaid in making the appointment. 

Talk on the baseball rialto tonight 
Wwas current that Collins probably 
would return to the Athletics, where 
he started his major league career, and 
serve as pilot, while it was also said 
he might become leader of the Boston 
Red Sox. 


Joined Sox Fourteen Years Ago. 


Fourteen years ago, Schalk caught 
his first game in the major league for 
the club he was tonight designated to 
lead through the 1927 season. In his 
career behind the plate Schalk has 


performed in more than 1,600 games, 
surpassing the mark set by Chief 
Meyers of the Giants. He established 
@ mark of having caught in 100 or 
more games for twelve years, eleven 
of which were consecutive. He also 
holds the record of having caught 15! 
games, which he did in 1920. 

Born in Litchfield, Ill., 32 years ago, 
he played his first professional base- 
ball as a membe of the Taylorville, 
(Ill.) club. In 1911 he joined the Mil- 
waukee American Association club 
and in the Fall of 1912 he was pur- 
chased by President Comiskey for 
$12,000, a large price at that time. He 
was sO small when he joined the club 
that there was no uniform -to fit him. 
He broke in behind Big Ed Walsh, 
the spitball king, and established him- 
self in the hearts of President Comis- 
key, the players and fans, when he 
went through the game without giving 


signals to his battery mate. As a mem- |. 


ber of the White Sox, Schalk has 
served under five managers: Jimmy 
Callahan, Clarence Rowland, Kid 
Gleason, Johnny Evers and Eddie Col- 
lins. 


Collins Still Awaits Word. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11 (4).—The 
appointment of Ray Schalk as man- 
ager of the White Sox to succeed Ed- 
die Collins was a complete surprise to 
Collins, who declined to discuss it until 


he had received official notification 
from President Comiskey. Collins, 
who lives in Lansdowne, a suburb of 
this city, had just returned from a 
hunting trip when the announcement 
was read to him. 

“T have not received any word from 
Comiskey and have not talked to him 
gince the close of the baseball season,”’ 
gaid Collins. ‘‘I have nothing to say 
and will not talk until I am officially 
notified by the club.”

But 
Yale, except for its victory over Dart- 
mouth, has not shown anything to 
warrant it being rated the equal of 
Minnesota or Northwestern. The Army 
has scored 198 points to 28 for its op- 
ponents, 21 of which weré gained by 
Syracuse. Notre’ Dame, in compiling 
its record, has seldom used its: first 
team. Indeed, Rockne has so many 
players that he would probably say 
that he hasn’t any first team. In this 
respect, he has the advantage over 
Army, which is not so plentifully sup- 
plied with reserves.

General Electric to Build World’s 
Biggest Machine for Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11 (4).—Signing of a 
contract today by the State Line Gen- 
erating Company and the General Elec- 
tric Company of Schenectady, N. Y., 
assures to the Chicago area the world’s 
largest turbo-generator—one that will 
supply power equal to the best efforts 
of more than 8,000,000 men working 
eight hours a day. At 18,000 volts, the 
turbine will generate 208,000 kilowatts 
or about 270,000 horsepower. The high- 
est pressure at which electricity now 
is generated commercially is 14,000 
volts. 

Ultimately, the station of. which this 
turbine will be the first unit is to have 
a capacity of 1,000,000 kilowatts, or 
about 1,335,000 horsepower, to be 
wholesaled to other companies.

Dividend in Only Three Years 
Out of Seventy-five. 


VALUE FIXED AT: $95,217,200 


Report Compares Earnings Under 
Federal Control With Those 
Under Private Ownership.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—In nearly 
three-quarters of a century, the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
way Company, around which is built 
the Lackawanna System, has missed 
only three years in paying cash divi- 
dends, and from 1908 to 1918 the divi- 
dends averaged 25 per cent. a year. 

This record is referred to in the tem- 
porary valuation report made public 
today .by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The final value of prop- 
erty owned as of June 30, 1918, for 
rate making purposes, is fixed at $95,- 
217,200. The value of the property 
used but not owned was found to be 
$136,344,442. 

The Roads Involved. 

The following roads are embraced in 
the report: 

The Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern, the Cayuga and Susquehanna, the 
Morris’ and Essex, the Newark & 
Bloomfield, the Chester, the Oswego & 
Syracuse, the Valley, Utica, Chenan~» 
and Susquehanna Valley, the Greene, 
the New York, Lackawanna & West- 
ern, the Passaic & Delaware, the Mor- 
ris & Essex Extension, the Passaic & 
Delaware Extension, the Lackawanna 
of New Jersey, Syracuse, Bingham- 
ton & New York, Erie & Central N. Y., 
the Warren, the Hopatcong, the Ho- 
boken Ferry Company and the Syra- 
cuse & Baldwinsville. 

The Lackawanna wholly owns and 
uses 806,035 miles of all tracks and 
wholly uses but does not own 1,858,127 
miles of all tracks consisting of first, 
second and other main tracks, sidings 
and yard tracks. 

The report compares the cost of 
operation by private hands with that 
_during Government control. It says: 


‘For the period from Oct. 21, 1851, 
to Dec. 31, 1917, the aggregate railway 
operating expenses have been 58.6 per 
cent. of the railway operating revenues 
and for the period of ten and one-half 
years preceding Dec. 31, 1917, 61.3 per 
cent.

314.41 less an undetermined portion 
thereof assignable to offsetting items 


included in amounts recorded. at 
$16,288;415.30, represents considerations 
other than money, the cash value of 
which at the time of the transaction 
we are not able to report because it 
has been impossible to obtain the in- 
formation. The amount stated above 
includes the undetermined cost of con- 
structing ‘twenty-six miles of road 
which has been abandoned. It may 
also include some of the cost of the 
non-carrier lands and other non-carrier 
property owned. 


Outlays in Improvements. 


“The investment of the Lackawanna 
in improvements on leased railway 
property on date of valuation is stated 
in its books as $11,434,210.27, all of 
which represents recorded money out- 


lay by the Lackawanna or the United 
States Railroad Administration. 

“The cost of reproduction new of the 
property wholly owned and used by 
tne Lackawanna is placed at $104,046, - 
291, and the cost less depreciation 
would be $77,674,184. Investments of 
the Lackawanna in miscellaneous 
physical property on the date of 
valuation is stated in its books at 
$109,431,447.58. 

“With readjustments required by our 
accounting examination this report 
would be increased to $109,481,447.58. 
This amount comprises $2,383,626.46 for 
lands, buildings, docks, and wharves, 
and $1,324,303.08 for coal-mining prop- 
erty in Pennsylvania. The remaining 
$105,773,518.04 does not represent actual 
investment or cost, but represents the 
Lackawanna’s estimate of the value of 
its unmined coal, the amount charged 
to the miscellaneous physical property 
account being effset hy an equal 
amount credited to the balance sheet 
account additions to property through 
income and surplus. It has not been 
determined how far the property rep- 
resented in the miscellaneous physical 
property account has been included in 
the preceding summaries of non-carrier 
property owned.”’ 

The Lackawanna also owns and holds 
for non carrier purposes $40,596,917.84 
par value of securities, of and other in- 
vestments, in other companies and gov- 
ernments which are recorded in its 
account of $41,362,101.83 book value.

Majority of Plants on Part Time, 


Waiting for New Season. 
The automobile industry is now

Publishers at Meeting Discuss Mod- 
ern Production Methods. | 


FRENCH LICK SPRINGS, Ind., 
Nov. 11 ().—Readjustment of freight 
rates on newsprint paper that will 
save millions of dollars annually, and 
the establishment of twentieth century 
methods of operation, will be sought 
by two new departments of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, it was disclosed at the Autumn 
convention here today.

The traffic department is working 
on the rate problems existing in the 
Hudson Valley that, if corrected, will 
mean great savings to publishers in 
New York City and other Eastern 
points, Mathey said. 

He warned that Canadian shippers 
soon will propose a revision of 
rates into the United States. Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and Michigan rates 
are bad in spots, Mathey declared, 
and promised that the traffic depart- 
ment would try to find a remedy.

State Insurance Department Warns 
it Against Lawsuit. 


. Bpecial to The New York Times. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Nov. 11.—Ac- 
cording to a report made public today 
by the State Insurance Department, 
the Rossia Insurance Company of this 
city is in excellent condition, but the 
company is warned against the possi- 
bility of an adverse decision in the 
$153,000 suit brought against the for- 
mer Rossia Company of Petrograd by 
the Hagle, Star and British Dominions 
Insurance Company, which concern 
assigned its claims to Fred S. James 
& Co. of New York. 

“We are convinced that the loss re- 
serve set up by the company at $1,826,- 
131 will be sufficient to settle all un- 
paid losses and to care for the ex- 


penses of investigation and adjust- 
ment,”’ the report states. 


The report further declares that the 
company’s statement as of Dec. 31, 
1925, is correct, with the exception of 
the item referring to the surplus. The 
examiners found that there was a dif- 
ference of about $30,000 in the surplus 
report, due to the fact that the fire 
companies’ estimates of their liabilities 
are not always exact, because often 
bills do not come until months after 
the liabilities are announced. 


RAW SUGAR MARKET FIRM. 


200,000 Bags of Cubas Sold in the 
Week at 2.81 Cents a Pound. 


The raw sugar market was moder- 
ately active and firm this week, sales 
approximateing 200,000 bags of Cubas 
at 2.81 cents a pound cost and freight

Refined sugar is quoted at 5.66 cents 
a pound, f. o. b. refinery, by Federal 
for prompt; at 5.75 cents a pound by 
Arbuckle, and at 5.90 cents a pound 
by all other refiners, for both prompt 
and thirty-day contracts. New busi- 
ness at these quotations has been 
negligible, but withdrawals continue 
satisfactory in volume.

MERCHAN T MARINE. J 
IN DANGER, HE SAYS 


Rear, Admiral Taylor Calls for 
Building of More Ships to 
Replace Old Ones. 


WOULD DOUBLE PRODUCTION 


Speaks as President of Society of. 
Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers. 


Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, re- 
tired, President of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers, in 
an address at the annual meeting of 
the society yesterday in the Engineer- 
ing Societies Building, 29 West Thirty- 
ninth Street, urged that provision be 
made by Congress immediately for the 
construction of new ships to replace 
those in the merchant fleet rapidly be- 
coming obsolete. 

Admiral Taylor stressed the impor- 
tance of the problem now facing this 
country in maintaining the United 
States merchant marine’ in the com- 
merce of the world and declared that 
if a start was not made now to re- 
place the old ships by new ones, the; 
problem would solve itself by the nat- 
ural elimination of the ships as they 
wore out “and the American flag will 
once more disappear from the trade 


routes of the world.”’ 

Although there had been an improve- 
ment in shipbuilding in the last year, 
said Admiral Taylor, the gain had 


been figured on the abnormally small Chi 
Com- | st 


tonnage building « year ago. 
pared with the pre-war figure, the 
standard was far below replacement 
requirements, he declared. 

‘In 1013 at this time we were 
credited by Lloyds with 131,800 tons 
under construction as against 119,723 
this year,’’ he said. ‘““‘When we consider 
the size of our merchant marine in 1913 
as compared with what it is now and 
the normal replacement building ap- 
propriate to our present marine, we 
may reasonably conclude that a fur- 
ther gain of at least 100 per cent. upon 
our present building would be needed 
to place us upon an average building 
basis. 

“However, the present world-wide 
situation is about the same as in the 
United States. With a world building 
capacity of nearly 10,000,000 tons per 
annum, the total tonnage now building 
is less than 2,000,000 gross, as against 
3,383,000 in 1913, when shipbuilding was 
flourishing but world tonnage was only 
some three-quarters of its present | G° 
total. Again I must call attention to 
the fact that as regards tonnage, the 
world is overbuilt and underbuilding.” 

Referring to the fuel-oil problem in 
this country, Admiral Taylor said: 

“For my part, accepting the state- 
ments as hy the oil in our known Wes- 
tern whale fields, I have complete con- 
fidence that even if it becomes neces- 
sary to fall back on them the engineer 
with the aid of the chemist will find 
a way, as he has always done, to sup- 
ply us with oil and its products. Of 
course, oil may be supplanted. The in- 
ventor’s dream of an internal combus- 
tion engine using powdered coal may 
come true.”’ 

Other papers were read by W. J. 
Lovett, Commander H. C. Richardson, 
Captain William McEntee, Commander 
BE. L. Gayhart, U. S. N., W. Bennett 
and Lieutenant W. R. Roop.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (4).—The in- 
@ome tax credit proposal of President 
Coolidge will have to await its place 


on the Congressional calendar. 

Chairman Green of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which must 
first consider such legislation, came 
te town today and announced that his 
committee would give the Alien Prop- 
erty bill right of way.

During this visit 
he obtained some new information on 
the condition of the Treasury which 
led the President to favor a return of 


Hicks, who is General Secretary of 
the Amalgamated Union of Building 
Trade Workers, commented .on the 
much higher rate of wages paid in 
America as compared with: England, 
but added that unemployment by no 
means was unknown in America, 
where he saw long lines of hundreds 


jof men waiting for work outside fac- 


tories. American prosperity was only 
on the surface in some cases, he de- 
clared, and high American wages 
were largely offset by the high cost 
of living. 

His colleague, Bromley, said: 

“I am convinced that the stories of 
the standard of living enjoyed by 
American workmen are largely myth- 
ical. The spending power of their 
money is very much lower than ours, 
and, in fact, the dollar is valued at 
just ‘about the equivalent of our 
shilling here. It cost me $1 to have 
a shave — a hair cut and twenty 
cents to I Sve my boots cleaned. 

“While it is true that some highly 
skilled and well organized men are 
quite well paid, I found there were 
tremendous numbers of workers in 
America, unskilled and unorganized, 
whose wages as regards spending 
power are not, in my opinion, up to 
the average British standard. Outside 
the bigger cities, I do not think they 
are.as well off as many of our 
people.’’ 

Bromley said he was impressed by 
the uncompromising attitude of the 
American unions toward communism 
which, as he put it, ‘‘unfortunately 
dominates their attitude toward Rus- 
sia as a new country.”’

Steadiness at Liverpool and | 


Closing of Southern Markets 
Reduces Total of Sales. 


RECEIPTS SHOW A DECREASE 


Port Stocks Accumulate as a Result 


of High Freight Rates and 
Tonnage Scarcity. 


/ 


With a holiday in New Orleans and 
other Southern markets and unchanged 
quotations in Liverpool, trading in cot- 
ton dwindled to small proportions yes- 
terday. Prices moved within limits 
of five points, and most of the cotton 
changed hands slightly above previous 
closing levels. Quotations ended at an 
advance of one to four points on the 
day. The demand for December con- 
tracts absorbed all cotton for gale as 
milig fixed prices for spot -interests 
and shifted hedges from immiediate to 
distant positions. 

Combined port and interior receipts 
for the first five days of the week 
showed a falling off of about 40,000 
bales from the previous week, but the 


moyement is still running considerably 
ahead of last year. Heavy receipts 
at the ports have increased port stocks 
to over 2,600,000 bales and cotton is 
still piling up owing to scarcity of 
ocean tonnage. Freight rates remain 
abnormally high and large coal exports 
continue. to delay the transfer of cotton 
from the South to European points. 
Penalties on lower grades were re- 
vised, bringing low middling to 233 


points off middling. This compared} 


with 330 points on Sept. 1, and at the 
same time premiums on higher grades 
have been raised. Southern advices 
reflect less good grade cotton offered, 

a condition which has curtailed hedg- 

ing operations by spot interests. The 
volume of this business began to fall 
off three weeks ago when prices first 
touched 124% cents for near months in 
New York: Though official crop fig- 
ures have been increased 1,250,000 bales 
in the interval, pressure on the three 
contract markets has not been re- 
sumed. 

British Board of Trade figures 
showed October exports of 13,000,000 
pounds of yarn, against 18,000,000 last 
year, and 308,000,000 yards of cloth, 
compared with 367,000,000 a year ago.

CITY MOVES AGAINST 
BAD RAIL CROSSINGS 


Mayor Names Godley to Form 
Committee to Study Atlantic 
‘Avenue Problem.

Mayor Walker made a start yester- 
day toward the elimination of the 
dangerous grade crossings in Atlantic 
Avenue, Brooklyn, by arranging at a 
conference at the City Hall for the 
appointment of a committee of en- 
gineers to study the problem and 
present a plan to the Board of Esti- 
mate, Transit Commission and other 
public bodies interested. 

The committee, which will bé similar 
to the one now studying the Manhat- 
tan west side grade crossing elimina- 
tion matter, will consist of representa- 
tives. of the various public bodies and 
the Long Island Railroad. Transit 
Commissioner Leon G. Godley, at the 
request of the Mayor, will form the 
committee. 

Elimination of these grade crossings, 
at one of which five persons were 
killed recently, has been blocked be- 
cause of the insistence of residents of 
the neighborhood that the elimination 
shall be accomplished by putting the 
tracks in a subway instead of by the 
construction of an elevated structure. 
Elimination of the grade crossings by 
elevating the tracks would cost from 
$10,000,000 to $12,000,000, according to 


the Transit Commission engineers’ esti- | 


mates, while the subway method 
would cost at least $50,000,000. The 
railroad company is understood to be 
willing to pay its share of the cost of 
an elevated structure. It also is pro- 
posed to construct a boulevard above 
the subway, if the subway method is 
chosen. — 

Mayor Walker explained at the con- 
ference that it was necessary for the 
committee to determine whether the 
city should undertake merely grade 
crossing elimination or add a public 
improvement, such as the boulevard 
would be. He said that any plan de- 
vised would have to take into account 
plans of the Board of Transportation 
for subway construction and meet the 
wishes of the Borough Presidents of 
Brovklyn and Queens. He also said 
that the condition of the city’s fi- 
nances would have to receive consid- 


eration and that Controller Berry} 


should have a representative on the 


committee.

Jupiter and Quarter Moon Will Ap- 
pear Together—Meteors Due. 


Islam’s ~emblem, the star and the 
crescent, will glow in the western

for Jupiter and the moon, in her first 
—— are in conjunction today. with 
hardly two degrees of space, as the 
heavens are measured, between them. 

The spectacle may be enhanced by 


flights of celestial rackets, for the a 


world is now starting her three-day 
rush across the Leonid meteor stream, 
the broadest and most prolific of the 
nine recognized by astronomers, which 
brought the. historic star shower of 
1833 when all Canada went out in the 
snow in the early morning to watch 
the steady rain of stars which fell ‘in 
all directions from a radiant vortex 
the size of the full moon in the Lion 
constellation, until the phenomenon 
vanished in the sunrise. 

Mars, only a few days past his near- 
est point to the earth, now rivals 
Jupiter in brilliancy, though five hours 
behind him as the heavens move, while 
Orion, dominant constellation of the 
Winter, is making his first appear-
